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STANLEY MEETS EMIN BEY 


INCOURAGING NEWS FROM 
THE GREAT EXPLORERS. 
STANLEY WAS SAFE AND IN GOOD 
HEALTH ON AUG. 17—HE HAD 

LEFT EMIN 82 DAYS BEFORE. 

LONDON, Dec. 21.—A Zanzibar dispatch 
Bays: Letters dated Stanley Falls, Aug. 28, 
have been delivered here by Tippoo Tib’s men. 
They state that a letter was received at Stanley 
Falls from Henry M. Stamley on Aug. 28. 
Btauley was then at Bonyala, on the Aruwhimi, 
where he had arrived on Aug. 17. He had left 
Emin Pasha 82 days before in perfect health 
and previded with plenty of foed. Stanley had 
returned to Bonyala for the loads of stores in 
charge of his rear guard, and intended to leave 
10 days later to rejoin Emin. He reported all the 
Whites in the expedition as healthy, and said 
the expedition wanted nothing. 

In the Stanley Falls advices it is stated that 
Stanley wrete that Emin wasin possession of 
vast stores of ivory and many oxen, and that 
he had an abundance of food. Stanley intended 
te leave Bonyala at the end of August. 

The West African Telegraph Company has 
received the following dispatch from St. Thomas, 
dated Friday, 2 P. M.: 

I have just received information that Henry M. 
Stanley. with Emin Pasha, has arrived on the 
Aruwhimi. The news is reliable. Further details 
will follow. PARSONS, Agent. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon Mr. 
Goschen, the acting Government leader, read 
amid cheers the telegram received by the West 
African Telegraph Company from St. Thomas 
reporting the arrival of Stanley and Emin on the 
Aruwhimi. Mr. Goschen stateé that the Gov- 
ernmert had not received any direct official 
news confirming this report. 

Lonpon, Dec. 22.—A dispatch to the 
fZimes trom Zanzibar says: ‘*Tippoo Tib’s mes- 
sengers came by way of Uguha, Ujiji, and Uni- 
anyeimbe, with letters from Stanley dated Aug. 
25. They eonfirm the other accounts that Stan- 
ley left Emin with Casati, and that both were 
perfectiy well. The messengers will return dl- 
rect to Tippoo Tib.” 


TWO AMERICAN DIPLOMATS. 

BANQUET IN HONOR OF MR. M’LANE 

-——-MR. PHELPS AT A SCHOOL FESTIVAL. 
Paris, Dec. 21.—A dinner was given at 
the National Club this evening in honor of Mr. 
McLane, the American Minister. Among those 
present were MM. Le Royer, Cochery, Foucher 
do Careil, Peyrat, Lafayette, and Bartholdi, Mr. 
Blanchard, Secretary of the Ameriedn Commit- 


_ tec on the Exhibition, and Lieut. Buckingham, 
military attaché of the United States Legation. 

M. Cochery, in proposing the toast ‘‘ America,” 
said he hoped that the cordial relations exist- 
ing between France and the United States 
would always continue. M. Le Royer, who seo- 
onded the teast, expressed regret at Mr. Mc- 
Lane’s expected retirement. The Minister’s de- 
parture, he said, would be a loss to France, his 
personal sympathies with the French people 
being appreciated by all. 

Mr. McLane, replying to the toast, spoke in 
terms of praise of the republican institutions 
of France, and said that he hoped that she 
would eventually triumph over al) her difheul- 
ties, both internal ana externai. He reminded 
his hearers that at the age of 15 he was a sBtu- 
dent at the Bourbon College, and, with Lafay- 
ette, had taken part in the revolution of 1830. 
Last year he witnessed another revolution—the 
replacing of President Grévy. That enabled 
him to appreciate the progress that had been 
madeiuthe intervening period. He admired 
the difference in the method pursued, and since 
the country could thus tranquilly pass 
through such a crisis, they might rest assurea 
for the future, In concluding Mr. McLane said 
he felt certain that his successor, whoever he 
might be, would fulfill his duties to the saiisfac- 
tion of all and weuld love France, but not more 
than the speaker himself aid, for that was im- 
possible. Hedrank to the prosperity of the 
repub)ican institutions of France and her Gov- 
‘ernment. Mr. McLare’s rewarks were received 
with enthusiastic applause. 


LONDON, Dec. 21.—The United States 
Minister and Mrs. Phelps attended the exercises 
of the United Westminster Schools to-day. 
Mrs. Phelps distributed the prizes. The choir 
sang “The Star-Spangled Banner.” Mr. Phelps, 
inun address to the distinguished company 
present, said that both he and Mrs. Phelps 
would return to Ameriea with pleasant memo- 
ries of their stay in England. 

Mr. Mundeila, in proposing a vote of thanks 
to Mr.und Mrs. Phelps, said that no Minister 
had ever been more welcome in England than 
Mr. Phelps. Lord Hobhouse seconded the pro- 
posal, which was carried with enthusiasm. 


THE VICTORY AT SUAKIN. 
OSMAN DIGNA AWAITING ATTACK AT 
HANDOUB—THE GOVERNMENT POLICY. 
SUAKIN, .Dec. 21.—The British force 
passed a quiet night. A fewof the enemy’s 
horsemen have been seen in the distance. The 
men-of-war have been recalled from Handoub. 
Osman Digna has collected his forces at 


Handoub in expectation of an attack. Tele- 
grams congratulating the troops have been re- 
ceived from Queen Victoria and the Khédive. 

The natives are inastate of consternation 
over aruwor that the British will be with- 
drawn. Petitions are being signed generally 
asking for the occupation or destruction of 
Handoub and the capture of Osman Digna. 

During the fight on Wednesday Ali Khoor, a 
staiwart black, used his Entield bayonet with 
such torce that the steel broke six inches from 
the point. The barrel of his rifle was also twist- 
ed out of shape. Ali Khoor is said to have killed 
20 Arabs single-handed. Fully 100 of the En- 
tield rifies used by the blacks were twisted or 
broken. 

Osman Digna’s nephew, who was captured 
yesterday, has died from his wounds. He was 
a famous leader among the Arabs. 


Lonpon, Dec. 21.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Mr. Goschen, referring to the re- 
port that Gen. Grenfell’s next march would be 
against Handoub, Mr. Goschen stated that the 
Government had no news from Gen. Grenfell 
showing that it was his intention to undertake 
such @ March. 

Ina debate on East African affairs in the 
House of Lords to-day Lord Salisbury declared 
absvlutely that there would be no expedition 
into the Soudan, but that Suakin must net be 
abandoned, He said he would not discuas the 
question of how far the garrison at Suakin 
must be increased, but the whole char- 
acter of the operations must be enlarged. 
Any policy that was based on the idea 
that the friendly tribes weuld prefer the Goy- 
erpment of England to that of Egypt was 
founded upon sand. Those who advised the 
Government to seiza Suakin and hoist the Eng- 
lish flag there should study the treaty of Paris, 

A nephew of the late Gen. Gordon is a mem- 
ber of Géb. Grenfell’s staff and had much to do 
with the planuing of the works at Suakin and 
the piacing of the guns on the fortifications. 

The bad quality of the bayonets and sabres 
used by the troops at Suakin is much com- 
mented upon. Many bayonets were twisted in 
the fight yesterday, and one hussar was killed 
by bis sabre breaking. 

Mr. A. B. Wylde writes to the Telegraph that 
he hopes the military party will nowallow him 
to return to Suakin and make a league with the 
tribesmen agaiust Mahdism. 


NSE ION 
FRENCH POLITICAL DISCUSSION. 
Pakis, Dec. 21.—A meeting of the Na- 

tional Republican Association was held to-day, 

M. Rouvier presiding. In aspeech M. Rouvier 

combated the dissolution and revision pro- 


gramme and appealed to those engaged in 
commerce and industry to reject such utopian 
chimeras. 

M. Ferry declared that he was actuated by no 
hostility to the present Cabinet. On the con- 
trary, be had shown it a deference which the 
Cabinet had not always shown teward the Med- 
erates. The restoration of the old system of 
voting weuld be the restoring; of Mberty aud 
loyalty in universal suffrage. He rejected the 
radical scheme of suppressing the Presidency 
and the Senate. A single assembly, he declared, 
would constitute the most unstable system of 
government. The republic must above all be 
durabie; its Government must not be sub- 
eervient to public opinion. He described the 
present Cabinet as obliging enough to allow its 
actions to be discussed and not to lay hands 
upon conspirators.

who examined the body testified that there were 
no signs of poison in the stomach, ané ‘declared 
their belief that the woman had been murdered 
by strangulation. They said the condition of the 
body justified this belief, ana in addition to 
that there was a mark on the woman’s neck 
which showed that a small cord had been tied 
tightly around it. The woman was of low char- 
acter. When the body was found it was still 
warm. It waslyingin an open thoroughfare, 
and there is no possibility that the woman couid 
have taken ner own life. Some persons believe 
that her murderer is identical with the White- 
chapel tiend, who, they think, has adopted a new 
method of disposing of his victims. 


SSE SE 
IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
AN AMEKICAN PARCELS POST URGED— 
DR. TANNER GETS EXCITED. 

Lonpon, Dec. 21.—Mr. Rowntree asked 
Mr. Raikes, the Postmaster-General, in the 
House of Commons to-day if the Government 
would arrange te extend the parcels post sys- 
tem to the service with America. Mr. Raikes 
said that with the exception of the United 
States there was not a civilized country in the 
world which was without the . parcels 
post. He had lost no chance of press- 
ing the question upon the attention of 
the United States. Post Office authorities, 
but the difficulty had been that the American 
law was supposed to standin the way. Reeent 
inquiries, however, had led him to hope that 
the law barring the way to an actua! conven- 
tion would be overcome and that seme tempo- 
rary arrangement would be made. He would 
certainly seize the first occasion to recall the 
subject to the attention of the American Gov- 
ernment. 

In committee on the Appropriation bill, Mr. 
Gorst being in the chair, Dr. Tanner offered an 
amendment opposing a grant of £300 to Capt. 
Seagrave, an Irish resident magistrate. Mr. 
Gorst ruled the amendment out of order, as the 
granuthad already passed the committee stage 
and been appreved by the House. Dr. Clark, 
Mr. Caldwell, and Dr. Tanner here proposed 
amendments to various parts of the bill, and 
Mr. Gorst ruled them all out of order. 

Dr. Tanner excitedly protested against the 
Chairman’s ruling. He said: “When we are 
here in committee of supply appropriating 
money to aswindler, thief, and servant of the 
Irish Secretary, Mr. Balfour ought to be here 
and not be such a coward as he is.”’ 

Mr. Gorst ordered Dr. Tanner to resume his 
seat and to withdraw the word “ coward.” 

Dr. Tanner retorted, “I call him both a cow- 
ard and a Jiar.” : 

Mr. Goschen hereupon moved that Dr. Tanner 
be suspended. The House agreed without a di- 
vision, and Dr. Tanner left the chamber. 

In the Parliamentary election in the Stockton 
division te-day Mr. Davey, Liberal, received 
3,889 votes and Mr. Wrightson, Conservative, 
3.494. Inthe last election the Liberal candi- 
date received 3,882 and the Conservative 2,882.

WHO WILL SUCCEED SACKVILLE? 

LONDON, Dec. 21.—In the House of Lords 
to-day the Ear! Dunraven asked Lord Salisbury 
when the Government intended to appoint a 


Minister to succeed Lord Sackville at Washing- . 


ton. 

Lord Salisbury replied: “I have told my noble 
friend privately that the correspondence on the 
subject of the Minister to the United Sfates is 
ineemplete, and that, therefore, in accordance 
witb a uniform rule I could say nothing. It 
bas always been a usage that the responsibility 
for all appointments rests: with the Executive 
Government, while it is in the province of 
Parliament to pass judgment on them after 
they have been made, but not to require the 
Government to give an opinion beforehand as 
to when they should be made. On these grounds 
I must leave the responsibility of introducing 
the subject on the neble Earl, and must ask the 
House to excuse me from making any reply.” 


THE ZANZIBAR TROUBLES. 
LONDON, Dec. 21.—An official order is 
published instrueting the British Consul at 
Zanzibar to issue regulations for the govern- 
ment or British subjects there and empowering 


the Conaul to punish violations thereof by fines 
or imprisonment. 


ZANZIBAR, Dec. 21.—It is expected that 
the remonstrance ef the British Goverument 
will be effective in preventing the further ex- 
ecution of the prisoners ordered to .be pui to 
death by the Sultan. 

Advices from Mozambique report that the 
Portuguese expedition from Quillimane to Lake 
Nyassa passed the Mlanji Mountain on Nov. 24 
from the north end of the lake. It was report- 
ed that Miozi and his Arabs were on the point 
of making peace when they unexpectedly re- 
ceived five cannons, and thereupon became in- 
solent and detiant. 


AN ANCIENT STORY REVIVED. 
BRUSSELS, Dec. 21.—The Indépendance 
Belge announces that President and Mrs. Cleve- 
land will. visit Europe soon after the expiration 


of Mr. Cleveland's term of office, and that they 
will remain for some time in this city. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
BERLIN, Dec. 21.—The Emperor will open 
the Prussian Landtag on Jan, 19. 
TANGIER, Dec. 21.—It is reported that 
the Sultan of Morocco is very ill. The Govern- 


ors of the proviuces have been summoned to 
the Court. 


Rome, Dec. 21.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day the President read a letter from 
Prime Minister Crispi anneuncing that the 
American Senate had unanimeusly accepted, 
with every mark of sympathy for Italy, the 
bust of Garibaldi which the Italian residents 
at Washington nad oftered to express their 
gratitude to America. The contents of the let- 
ter were warmiy applauded. 


Paris, Dec. 21.—M. Goblet, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, to-day informed a deputation 
of Havre merchants that cable dispatches re- 
ceived from the commander of the war ship Bis- 
son stated that the blockade of Hayti was 
effective. 

The werkmen on the Eiffel tower, whe struck 
for higher wages, are returning to work, and, 
in addition, new hands are being engaged. 

A chemist’s assistant named Pustre Beaus- 
sier was arrested here to-day charged with 
poisoning 16 persons in ;Havre. It is sup- 
posed that Beaussier's; motive for the crime 
was a desire toruin his empioyer and obtain the 
business himself. 


Lonpon, Dee. 21.—Hill’s Newark Union 
Brewery Company has issued £75,000 share 
capital and £40,000 debentures. The Ameri- 
can Directors of the company are Robert Sewell 
and Gen. Tompkins. 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 21.—Mr. John G. Park-

WHEAT YIBLD OF THE NORTHWEST. 

St. PauL, Dee. 21,—If accepted public 
and private estimates of the Northwest wheat 
yield are not greatly wrong, then itis not to be 
expected there is any more wheat to arrive in 
Minneapolis and Duluth than the quantity now 
held 1n interior elevators. Some of that 9,Q00,- 
000 bushels so held is for seed, some for country 
mills, and some, on the Southern lines, to go 
East without going through either Minneapolis 
or Duluth. To supply that diversion will 
probably call for about as much wheat as is 
now held as surplus in farmers’ granaries, 
leaving the equivalent of the 9,000,000 bushels 
now in interior elevators to arrive at the two 
terminal points. That amount will fill 16,500 
cars. There are 240 days toa new crop, which 
would give an average of 70 cars a day for the 
remainder of the year. Itis more than likely 
the crop will overrun the public or Government 
estimate. Allowing it todo so, and that there 
are 15,000,000 bushels yet to come, that would 
give Minneapolis 100 cars daily. and Duluth 20 
tor the remainder of the crop year. 








KREUTZERS FOR COPPERS. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 21.—luporting Austrian 
kreutzers and palming them off as one-cent 
pieces may not be a rapid way of making a 
fortune, though there is 100 percent, profit in 
the business. The kreutzer is worth less than 
half a cent, andis a copper coin about the size 
ofapenny. There are many of these coins in 
circulation, and Inspector Porter thinks some 
one is making a regular business of importa- 
tion. He found that Edward Levi, a saloon 
keeper at Morgan and Nineteenth streets, had 
sold many, but Levi said he disposed of them at 
their actual value, and that they had veen 
brought to this cduntry by his father-in-law a 
short time ago. Clink Hauf, a butcher in West 
Twelfth-street, bought a quantity, and has been 
giving them out as cents to his customers, and 
Others are supposed to be doing the same thing. 





THE TERMINAL COMPANY WINS. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 21.—Aun officer of the 
Reading Railroad Company said to-day that 


President Corbin and Mayor Vitler have agreed 
upon terms which, if approved by Councils, 
will enable the Terminal Company to build the 
elevated road to Twelfth ana Market streets. 
He added that the proposition did not require 
the removal of all of the surface tracks nor the 
appropriation by the city and passenger rail- 
way companies of $4,000,000, but he refused 
to discuss the details until they should be pre- 
sented to Councils.

GEN. HARRISON EXPLODES 


AE OBJECTS 
“OROWDED” AND SAYS S80. 
TWO NEW-YORK SENATORS FIRED THE 
MINE—BLAINE AND PLATT STOCK 

SEEMS TO BE VERY LOW. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 21.—Senator 
George Erwin and Senator Commodore P. Ved- 
der called upon Gen. Harrison te-day, boomed 
Mr. Platt, and left on an afternoon train in a 
demoralized condition. Something opened Gen. 
Harrison’s mouth to-day as it has not been 
opened since election. He has indicated his 
policy 1n a way not to be mistaken, and 
it bodes ili to Blaine ana Platt. Just 
as Erwin and Vedderjwere in the middle of their 
eulogy on Platt, he broke in with ‘I propose to 
recognize no factions in the Republican Party. 
Ishail do allIcanto heal factional disputes 
and make the Republican Party united and har- 
mnonious.” 

Still more significant even was Gen. Harri- 
son remark to Dr. J. H. Gallinger, member of 
Congress from New-Hampshire: “I don't 
think Teught to be crowded into appointing 
men because other mon think they have a claim 
on me on account of their services to the 
party.” Dr. Gallinger understood that remark 
to bave a direct reference to Quay and to bear 
no good to Platt and Wanamaker. 

Messrs. Erwin and Vedder got here on the 
moring train from Chicago. They explained to 
THE TIMEs's correspondeut that their visit was 
almost accidental in its nature; that they had 
been to Minneapolis on private business, and, 
getting back as far as Chicago, it suddenly oc- 
curred to them that it would be 2 nice thing to 


go home by the way of Indianapolis 
and pay their respects to Gen. Har- 
rison. ‘I never had seen him,” said 
Senator Erwin. ‘I met him in the army,” 
said Senator Vedder. ‘‘My regiment, the One 
Hundred and Fifty-fourth New-York, was in the 
same corps of the Army of the Cumberland as 
Gen. Harrison’s.”’ So for both reasons, because 
one hadn’t seen him and becuuse the other had, 
if their guileless stories may be believed, they 
called on Gen. Harrison about 10 o’clock this 
forenoon, 

What happeued they related. ‘‘ We would have 
liked to be here when Mr. Morton was here, but 
couldn’t manage it. When we got to Gen. Har- 
rison’s house Mrs. McKee opened the door and 
let usin. Gen. Harrison received us eordially, 
and we sat down with him and talked over the 
campaign. He eulogized New-York highly and 
gave earnest expression to his admiration of 
the way in which we had carried the State for 
the Republican Electoral ticket. We de- 
scribed Mr. Platt’s great services to him 
and told him that almost all the 
leading and influentiai Republicans desired to 
have Mr. Platt in the Cabinet, and that if it 
were net for three or four obstinate persons 
who hung out for Warner Miller and made him 
persist In being a candidate, a compromise ceula 
be effected and everything would be harmoni- 
ous.”’ 

It wasat this point that Gen. Harrison in- 
jected his pertinent little observation about not 
recognizing factions. The bearing of this ob- 
servation lay in the application of it, and 
Messrs. Erwin and Vedder being very quick- 
witted, lost no time in applying it to Mr. Piatt’s 
case, aud they came to the conclusion that Gen. 
Harrison meant that if Mr. Platt and 
Mr. Miller kept up their contest New- 
York would have te go without a representative 
in tue Cabinet. Not that they let Gen. Harrison 
see that auy such impression was made upon 
them. But some bow or other Cabinet talk 
ceased about this time and the rest of the visit 
was devoted to interesting anecdotes, in the teil- 
ing of which Gen. Harrison is an adept. 

One thing that Gen. Harrison told them, 
Senator Erwin said, impressed him very much. 
*“T couldn’t help noticing,” said Ger. Harrison, 
“when day after day, the great crowds ef 
people calied to see me, how disturbed they were 
with the fear that the free-trade movement 
would impoverish them. I have seen men stand 
before me with tears in their eyes,as if they were 
imploring me to save them from free trade and to 
maintain the American system of protection to 
American homes and industries. The psople 
were in earnest against Democratic free trade, 
and to that I ascribe our victory.” 

If their unconquerable politeness had not re- 
strained them Messrs, Erwin and Vedder could 
have given Gen. Harrison other ways of ac- 
counting for the Republican victory,. but they 
smilingly assented, and, bidding him goed-bye, 
put the best face they could on matters. When 
THE TIMES’S correspondent first accosted them 
they were effusive in their praise of Gen. Har- 
rison. ‘He will make a splendid President,” 
said Senator Erwin. ‘‘He ise much abler man 
than [I thought he was. We will give him a 
second term,” said Senator Vedder. It was only 
in an unguarded moment that they allowed 
Gen. Harrison’s remark about factions to es- 
cape. After a good deal of cross-questioning it 
became evident that they felt that their visit 
had uot only been in vain, but that it had aetu- 
ally hurt Mr. Platt. Almost the last words 
which Mr. Erwin said a8 be and Senator Vedder 
started for the train were: ‘We are not big 
enough men to go to Gen. Harrison and try 
to arrange Cabineis.” Senator Vedder shook 
his head in mournful acquiescence. For ence 
at least in their lives they had madea bad move, 
and they felt it. It is likely, too, that they 
made the move of their own will and that Mr. 
Platt did not know they were coming here, so 
if Messrs. Erwin and Vedder have “ tipped over 
his dish” they will have to ‘‘square’”’ themselves 
with him dor their officious interference. 

Dr. Gallinger had bis innings with Gen. Har- 
rison this afternoon. Dr. Gallinger went to 
Gen. Harrison with some prestige, as the New- 
Hampshire delegation at the National Repub- 
lican Convention voted for Harrison trom the 
beginning, and he says that Gen. Harrisen was 
vlad tosee him. After his return from his visit 
he was very free in describing his interview. 
“Tf told Gen. Harrison,” said he, ‘“ that 
came to talk with him about his Cabinet and 
he told me to go ahead. I began by informing 
him that nine-tenths of the Republicans of 
New-England desired the appointment of Mr. 
Blaine to the Cabinet, but thatif he did not sse 
his way clear to put him there, then I wished to 
call bis attention to another gentiemax emi- 
nently fit for the Cabinet—ex-Gov. Redfield 
Prector of Vermont. I told him—though for that 
matter he, already kvew it--taat Gov. Proctor 
was the Chairman of the Vermont delegation at 
the Chicago Conventien, and as sueh cast all 
eight of its votes for Gen. Harrison on every 
ballot. itold him that he was the Colonel of 
one of the fxmous fighting Vermont regi- 
ments during the war; that he had 
been one of the ablest of Vermont 
Governors; that he had built up the 
marbleindustry of Vermont until be was now the 
head of the company which annually produced 
the most marble in the world, and was ac- 
knowledged to be one of the foremost business 
men in New-England, a man of unblemished in- 
tegrity and great executive ability.”

AN INIOXIVOANIT DEFINED. 
cited tt 
AN IMPORTANT DECISION BY THE IOWA 
SUPREME COURT. 

Des Dornss, Iowa, Dee. 21.—The Iowa 
Supreme Court, in the case of the State against 
certain intoxicating liquors, Cummings, claim- 
ant, decided te-day that any liquor containing 
alcohol, no matter how much it may be diluted, 
is intoxicating. The courts below declared the 


liquors not intoxicating, and the State appealed. 


The case was submitted upon the evidence of a 
single witness. This witness was a chemist. He 
testified that one portion thereof contained by 
weight 2.42 per cent. of alcohol and 3.02 per 
cent. by volume, and the other contained 
2.58 per cent. by weight and 3.22 per cent. by 
volume. The witness further testified that this 
liquer would not intoxicate the average drinker, 
bust it would intoxicate a large portion of the 
people who were notin the habitof drinking. 
The Supreme Court now throws out the evi- 
deuce, and makes a broad-gauge decison as to 
what composes intoxicating liquor in the eye of 
the law, in the following language: 


The court must have found, under the foregoing 
evidence that the liquors were not: intoxicating. 
This finding has the furce and effect of a verdict of 
ajury, and Cannot be disturbed if more than one 
conclusion can fairly be drawn from the evidence. 
Conceding the competency of the evidence as to the 
intoxicating character of the liqver, if the question 
to be determined rested alone on 
evidence, we are disposed to think, 
the settled rule prevailing in this court, 
would be doubtful whether we could disturb 
such findings. Wedo not feel called on to deter- 
mine such question. The statate provides that the 
words’ intoxicating liquors as used therein shall be 
construed to mean alc. bal, wines, beer, spirituous 
vinous, and malt liquors, and all intoxicating 
liquors whatever. Alcohol is, therefore, an intox1- 
cating liquor, regardless of the fact that the qufun- 
tity drank atany one time would not have that ef- 
fect. It is immaterial in a statutary sense what etfect 
alcohol may have on the human system; it isintoxt- 
cating liquor. However much it may be diluted it 
must remain an intoxicant when used as a bever- 
age, and no matter how it may be diluted or dis- 
guised it so remains, simply because the statute so 
declares. The liquor in question contained alco- 
hol and, therefore, it as a matter ef law was intoxi- 
cating.”

PUTTING MILLIONS .IN IT 


A TRUST’S MEMBERS TAKING 
THE PINE LEAF BAGGING. 
THE COTTONSEED OIL MEN PURCHASING 
THE RIGHTS IN THE MATERIAL WHICH 

THREATENED THE JUTE TRUST. 

Augusta, Ga., Dec. 21.—The trust in jute 
cotton bagging has made that article very un- 
popular with planters, and when the Acme 
Mauufacturing Company of Wilmington, N. C., 
sofar perfected its machinery as to make a su- 
perior article of bagging from the pine needles 
of our Southern forests the product was viewed 
with delight as the bagging of the future. At the 
Augusta Exposition there was an exhibition of 
the machinery and samples of the new bagging, 
which, though darker than ths jute bagging, 
was @ superior article. Many sneered at it, 
claiming that, as only green needles could be 
used, great trees would have to be felled for 
needles alone, and the supply would soon be 
exhausted. The Acme Company claimed that 
bear grass and other fibrous plants would then 
be available and could be manufactured by 
their machinery. 

It is reported to-day that the Acme franchises 
have just been sold toa number of New-York 
and Southern capitalists, who think they see a 
good thing in the new enterprise, and that the 
amouut paid is very high. They propese to 
erect mills throughout the South, with head- 
quarters in Birmingham or Chattanooga for the 
construction of machinery. A number of mills 
will bein Georgia, as here the long-leaved pine 
abounds. They do not care to interest local capital 
and the independent way of working indicates 
alarge financial backing. In cotton circles 
here there are suspicions of anotner trust; the 
very secrecy of the transactions and method of 
working would seem to indicate this. It will 
be a terrible blow to the hopes of the planters if 


they find a close syndicate controlling the pine 
straw machinery. 


When it became known here that New-York 
capitalists were looking into the pine-leaf bag- 
ging enterprise with a view te heavy invest- 
ments, it became rumored that the Amer- 
ican Cottonseed Oil Trust was already at the 
back of the concern. This is, in part, true, for 
the persons who are now seeking to gain con- 
trol are none otbers than the controlling stock- 
holders in the Cvuttonseed Oil Trust, 
but as individuals, not as @& ¢om- 
pany. A stockholder and officer of this 
trust said last night that ‘thorough investiga- 
tions are now being made into the matter by 
stockholders of our concern, and although, as a 
company, we have not got control of the bag- 
ging company, individual members have signi- 
fied their intention of investing heavily in the 
enterprise. All the investigations which have as 
yet been made have proved very satisfactory. 
The trust, however, could not legally control 
the bagging manufacturing concern.” 

It was said at the Windsor Hotel last evening 
that individual members of the Cettonseed Oil 
Trust stand ready to back the pine bagging en- 
terprise to the extent of several millions ot dol- 
lars. They have since they have been prose- 
cuting their investigations come to the conclu- 
sion that pine will take the piace of jute asa 
wrapper for cotton, even wher the latter 
bagging is placed at the very lowest 
prices at which if can: be manufaetured. 
The forests throughout the Southern 
States abound in pine trees, and the dry needles 
can be gathered in enormous quantities. The 
Jute Bagging Trust bas thus tur successfully 
withstood all efforts to break it, but the eotton- 
seed oil peoplé are very contideut, and say that 
it must at last succumb to the inevitable. 

The samples of the article sent here are not 
greatly unlike jute in appearance. It was re- 
ported thatit had been subjected to heavy press- 
ure in the cotton presses; it had refused to 
burn when set fire t0; it had withstood every 
test to which it was subjected and, to 
crown ail, it could be manufactured 
at a less expense than even jute 
could be under the most favorable auspices. It 
was made from the needles of pine trees, split 
and interwoven into astout and durable cord 
and was then woven into a coarse bagging. It 
was even Claimed that cowls of fire had failed to 
burn into a bale of eotten when packed in it,

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THE PURCELL FAILURE. 


CHURCH PROPERTY NOT LIABLE FOR THE 
ARCHBISHOP’S DEBTS. 

Co.tumBus, Ohio, Dec. 21.—The famous 
Purcell failure case that has been in the eourts 
@ number of years has received the attention of 
the Supreme Court, which to-day handed down 
the following decision. 

John B. Mannix, Assignee, &c., vs. William 
Henry Elder et al.—Error tothe Circuit Court of 
Hamilton County. Jud ent affirmed. 

The St. Joseph Cemetery Association vs. John B. 
Mannix, Assignee, et al.—Error to Circuit Court of 
Hamilton County. Judgment affirmed. Same style. 
—Error to the District Court of Hamilton County. 
Judgment affirmed. 

John B. Mannix etal., vs. William Henry Elder 
et al.—Error to the District Court of Hamilton 
County. Judgment affirmed except as to John G. 
Hendrich, as to whom judgment is reversed and the 
case is remanded for further proceedings uron his 
claim for improvements -upon Catholic property. 
Cross petition in error of extraordinary Trustee, 
— upon the ground that it was not filed in 
time. 

In these suits it was sought by the Assignee 
of the late Archbishop Pureell to subject all 
Catholic churches, edifices, school houses, ceme- 
teries, and other Catholic church property to 
the payment of the Purcell creditors. The Snr- 
preme Court holds that although the legal title 


to all this property was in Archbishop Purcell, 
his heirs and assigns, it was held by him for 
church uses, and he had no power to assign it 
for the benefit of creditors. 

The decision has been looked forward to with 
the greatest of interest not only in Ohio, but in 
other States. Chief-Justice Owen makes the 
following brief statement of the case: Arch- 
bishop Purcell aecepted deposits of all kinds 
from his parishioners and others, there being 
at the time when this system was beguna 
wide feeling of insecurity as to banks, several 
of which had failed. During 45 years this 
banking system was kept up, the money being 
loaned out and interests paid on the deposits. 
During this time nearly $30,000,000 passed 
through the Archbishep’s hands, and, as his 
business metheads were not as good as his 
intentions, at the end of that time 
he was in debt between $3,000,000 and 
$4,000,000. He made an assignment insolvency 
tou Manuix, reserving in the assignment all 
trust property. Manuix sought in the court to 
sellchurch property, the cathedral, churches, 
cemeteries, seminaries, and orphan asylums, 
the legal title to which was in John B. Pur- 
cell’ sname, to pay the debts. The main question 
was whether this property could be héld liable 
for Purcell’s debts, .

JVHN SHERMAN SERENADED. 
clase adie ta eeees 
A COLORED REPUBLICAN LEAGUE PRE- 
SENTS HIM WITH AN ADDRESS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Senator Sherman 
was this evening serenaded at his home on 
Franklin-square by the _ recently-organized 
**John Sherinan Republican League (colored) of 
the District of Columbia.” An address on behalf 
of the league was read and presented by its 
President thanking the Senator for his great 
and unremitting services on behalf of the 
colored race. They protested against the 
recognition of protection Democrats in the 
South by their elevation to high offices under 
the incoming Administration, and called upon 
the American people to protect their brothers in 
certain sections in the South in the exercise of 


their constitutional rights as freemen. Senator 
Sherman in response said: 


“The problem of securing to you the peaceful en- 
joyment of equal rights and privileges is the most 
difficult one in American politics. I have taken 
part in all the measures that have brought about 
the great change in your condition—the most re- 
markable in modern history. I have no regrets for 
anything I nave doue to emancipate you, to educate 
you, and to clothe you with all the legal rights of 
American citizens, So faras the Constitution and 
the laws of our country can do it you now stand 
betore me invested with every right of free 
men. In all the Northern States, and in 
some of the Southern States, they are freely 
conceded and openly enjoyed by you. If in some of 
the Southern States these rights are denied to you 
you must remember and make allowauce for the 
opinions and prejudices of ages and tor your enforced 
ignorance, the pecessary result of slavery. But it 
is certain that these prejudices will disappear as 
you acquire education and property and that you 
can win by your moderation and good conduct the 
respect and confidence of the sons of those who held 
you or your ancestors as slaves. If you suffer in- 
justice under the shadow of the past remember that 
never before in human history did an emancipated 
race or class make such progress in so short a time 
as you have done.” 

Senator Sherman expressed the hope and be- 
lief that the next Congress would pass a uni- 
form election law to secure to every man his 
right to vote and have that vote counted, but 
he warned them that Congress could not inter- 
fere in local elections. He continued: 

“ A State or a part of the people of a State may de 
imjustice to its citizens, but this does not author- 
ize Cougress to interpose military force. If injus- 
tice is dene you must not resort to mob violence or 
crime.

CuicaGo, Dec. 21.—The monotony on 
*Change was broken to-day by a little excite- 
ment over @ ballot vote on twe propositions. 
One was to adjourn the board from Saturday 
at1:15 to Wednesday morning. The grain re- 
celvers fought the adjournment fiercely. The 
action of the new Car Service Association 
forces them to pay demurrage charges on 
all cars not unloaded at the end of 48 hours, 
By adjourning’ over Monday the receivers will 
have four days’ aceumulation on hand by the 
time the board resumes operations on Wednes- 
day. In spite of the opposition of the receivers 
the “buys” carried the day. 

The other watter voted upon was an amend- 
Ment to section 1,of rule 16, making the re- 
strictive clause on club trading read thus: “No 
contract shail be made or offered to be made by 
aby member or members in the Exchange room 
or in any public streets, courts, or passages 
in the immediate vicinity, or in any hall or Ex- 
change hall or corridor in any public building 
located or fronting on any such streets, courts, 
or passages, except at the time of regular ses- 
sion,” &c., subject to the severest discipline laid 
down in seetion 9 of rule 4. 

The amendment was recommended very 
quietly by the Directors, but for some reason 
there was great ignorance of what the innocent 
little thing meant when the members came to 
vote on it. Fully nine-tenths of the ballots 
were cast without much thought and beforeany - 
oue had asked, *“‘What does this mean?” Some 
of the gentlemen who kept suspiciously close to 
the ballot box all day would auswer, ** Oh, 
that’s to stop curb trading,” or, perhaps, 
“ That’s to prevent trading after hours.” Nota 
Director was near to say: “* We are after the 
members who are trading on the open board, 
and if you will pass this amendment we will 
wind them up in short order.” 

Nathing of the kind was whispered and the 
amendment was carried by a larger vote than 
the proposition to adjourn. It is well known 
that the Directors have time and again tried to 
corner some unruly member for operations on 
the open board. Instead of suspensions 
and fines and expulsions, the cases have 
been dropped. The rules have not 
been _ tight enough Tae vote to-day 
was signitieant. The matter will be tested, and 
that very soon. Some of the best posted mem- 
bers say they do not believe the big board’s 
action in attempting to keep its members off 
the open board will stand when it comes te the 
courts. The question is asked by some of the 
brokers whether the Directors will dare 
“tackle” B. P. Hutchinson for open board 
operations.

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THE TARIFF BILL DROPPE 


AND OONGRESS BEGINS 1Ts 
HOLIDAY REOBSS. 

NO PROGRESS MADE IN CONSIDERING 
THE COTTON SCHEDULE—THE NICA- 
RAGUA CANAL BILL IN THE AOUSE, 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 21.—When Mr, Allison 
announced in the Senate yesterday that the 
“stint” for to-day’s work on the Tariff bill 
would include the cotton, flax, hemp and jute, 
wool, and silk schedules, his fellew-Senators 
smiled as they noticed that these schedules 
covered about 18 pages of the bill. When the 
day’s tariff discussion ended this afternoon not 
one line of the cotton schedule had been dis- 
posed of. 

The first paragraph of tie schedule was read 
and Mr. Vest proposed to change the first sen- 
tence so that the rate for cotton yarns valued at 
not exceeding 25 cents a pound should be fixed 
at 30 per cent. ad valorem instead of 10 cents 4 
pound. He pointed out that the Finance Com- 
mittee had systematically increased duties on 
the sheaper qualities of cotton yarns, and as- 
serted his belief that it was done on the demand 
of the Northern manufacturers. These ceuld no 
longer compete with the Southern manufactur- 
ers of cheap yarns, and so demanded that they 
be vermitted to retain their specialty of the 
finer grades. Mr. Vest quoted Senator Hiscock 
in proof that the American cotton wanufactur- 
ers could compete with foreign produeers with- 
out any protection, and did not supply the Cen- 
tral aud South American demands simply be- 
cause we had lost the carrying trade. Mr. Vest 


went into an interesting discussion of the pro- 
tective tariff as a means of closing the markets 
of the world to Americans, and drew from Mr. 
Dawes the latter’s pet assertion that the pur- 
pose and aim of the protective tariff was to 
keep importers from taking the tax ous of con- 
sumers. 

Then followed a rather mixed discussion, 
in which Messrs. Aldrich, Dawes, Allison, Blair, 
Vest, and Vance took active parts and during 
whieh Mr. Blair pleaded for a policy which 
would prohibit all imports and declared that 
that was the true Republican policy. Mr 
Vance wanted to know how the Governmeni’s 
expenses would be paid upless by a direet tax, 
and Mr. Blair answered that they would be 
paid by the American manufacturer, who 
would be better able to pay than now. 

Mr. Vance took up the question of the failure 
of cefies to faliin price when the duty upon 16 
was taken off, about which he and Mr. Ed- 
munds disputed last week and repeated his asser- 
tion that coffee was the mwosts peculative article 
known to commerce and controlied by » Portu- 
guese syndicate. Mr. Vance put into the kecord 
alot ot statistics as to prices of coffee and tea 
in various years, and then Mr. Hiscock thanked 
Mr. Vance for quoting a part of one of his 
speeches. He admitted that ic might be 
well if a tariff bill couid be so constructed that 
duties upon the cheaper goods could be made 
nominal or taken off altogetner, but he held 
that it was an impossibility todoso. Mr. His- 
cock intimated that a subsidy for American 
steamships was the cure for the loss of our car- 
ryiug trade and the way to secure the Central 
and South American markets. English and 
German steamship lines, he declared, had been 
allowed to destroy our commerce, and then he 
went on to show that England was now suffer- 
ing trom competition with the surplus produc- 
tion of Germany. 

Mr. Coke brought the debate back to the cot- 
ton paragraph fora moment while he quoted 
statistics in proof of his assertion that the labor 
in cotton was 21 percent. He contended that 
the inequality between the American and Eng- 
lish rates of wages was fully counterbalanced 
by the greater eflicieney of the American 
laborer. Mr. Coke then stirred up the Repub- 
licaus by replying to the rose-colored picture of 
the comforts and luxuries enjoyed by the Amer- 
can laborer as drawn last week by Mr. Ed- 
munds. He placed in sharp contrast with that 
picture testimony taken by a Senate committee 
as to the pitiable condition of mill operatives, 
miners, and otbers in various parts of the 
ceuntry, and denounced the high protective 
tralff system as responsible for it. 

Mr. Blair thought the trouble was the agita- 
tion: of the tariff, and Mr. Dawes thought the 
remedy was to carry out the high-tax system, 
se asto give employment to the people. Mr. 
Hawley thought it was only some drunken, 
lazy fellow who did not do well under the pru- 
tective system, and he told the Senate at some 
length how happy and prospereus were the peo- 
ple of Connecticut. Mr. Hoar also put on record 
the great prosperity and happiness enjoyed by 
the mill operatives of Massachusetts, ail due to 
the beneficent effects of the Republican high- 
tariff policy. 

The discussion had got about as far away 
frem the question of a tax on cotton yarns af 
possible by this time, and as half a dozen Sena- 
tors wanted to get certain bills off the calendar 
before the long recess, it was finally agreed te 
drop the Tariff billand go on with other meas- 
ures. Mr. Vest’s amendment will therefore be 
the pending question when the Senate recon: 
venues on Jan. 2. 


When the Senate meets again after the holiday 
recess the Republicans are expected to take an 
active vart iu the offering of amendments to 


the Tariff bill. The wood and woodenware and 
sugar schedules and numerous paragraphs in 
the metal and other schedules have been in- 
tormally passed over because the Republicans 
think they may want to amend them. A portion 
of the time between Christmas and New Year's 
will be spent by Mr. Allison and other nembers 
of the Finance Committee in deciding what 
amendments shall be proposed, and the result 
of their conferences will be shown vby 
the changes made next month While 
the Democratic Senators are expected to 
keop up their proposals to amend nearly every 
item of the bill, not a change will be made that 
is not desired by the Finance Committee. The 
Republicans have followed John Sherman’s ex- 
ample of leaving every tariff question to the 
judgment of that committee and content them- 
Selves with voting in each case as Mr. Allison 
directs. They thus save themselves the bother 
of studying dry subjects, and at the same time 
insure the passage of the Finance Committee's 
bill. 

The bill to incorporate the Maritime Canal 
Company ot Nicaragua was advanced to-day to 
the stage ef third reading, and when it next 
comes up it will be for passage. with the order 
for the previous question standing as adopted 


to prevent the offer of new amendments or dis- 
cussion upon those already approved in Com- 
mittee of the Wnole. The oppenents of the bill 
in the House were not less strenuous in their 
objections to the measure than they had been, 
but the House was so plainly favorable to it, 
and perhaps so desirous of getting 1t eff the pri- 
vate calendar, that their anxiety te getat the 
vast number of private bills behind it no deubt 
had something to do with shertening what 
promised to be an interminable struggle. 

Indications were not lacking to-day that the 
private interests so antagonistic to the Nicara- 
gua enterprise were behind the open opposition 
made known in the amendments proposed. The 
Panama Canal Company is believed te have life 
enough left to excite the hove of reward ior ef- 
fective resistance to this new and practicable 
plan for cutting through the isthmus. The buiil 
that was so fully discussed in the Senate, and 
passed by that body by the vote of 38 to 15, has 
been amended considerably in Committees of the 
Whole. It is not improbable that some 
of the amendments will be lost when a vote by 
yeas and naya is taken, but some of them may 
be accepted by the Senate or the conference 
committee to which the bill will eventually be 
referred. 

There were several speeches to-day in favor 
of the enterprise as an American undertaking, 
one of which, by Mr. W. L. Scett, who wade his 
first appearance for the session, was notable for 
its commendation of the strictly American 
character of the undertakinganod for the avewal 
that the Government ought, if necessary, to 
take a share in the expense of constructing the 
canal that would be of so much commercial and 
military importance to the United States. 

The amendments adopted in Committee of 
the Whole were those of Mr. Payson of Illinois, 
which provide thai all bonds and stock of the 
company shall be issued from New-York antl 
only fer cash paid in; that of Mr. Holman re- 
quiring thatthe Directors shall be citizens of 
the United States and Nicaragua, a majority of 
them to be citizens of the United States; that 
of Mr. Macdonald of Minnesota that there shall 
be no change in the terms of the concessions 
without the consent of the United States; that 
of Mr. Baker of New-York that there 
shall be annual reports made by the 
company to the Secretary of the Interior; 
that of Mr. Bland of Missouri that 
the Government shall not be estopped frem the 
exereise of any rights conferred by the laws of 
nations or acquired by treaty stipulations, and 
thatof Mr. Baker of Illinois, reserving tbe 
right of the United States to ucquire the fran- 
chise by the payment of the cost of constrae- 
tion, with interest at the rate of 5 per cent. per 
annum on the amount invested. The bill cap 
new be taken up at any time as unfinished busi- 
ness, it having been removed out of the Com- 
mittee of the Whole and tge position in which 
it was the easy prey of miseXievous mercenary 
opponents. Thereis no doubt in the House

A sensation was caused in the national bank 
note redemption agency of the Treasury yester- 
day by the receipt of a twenty-dollar national 
bank note which had previously been redeemed 
and canceled, and which was supposed to have 


been destroyed. The note had been aceepted 
by a bank in Washirgton in the regular course 
of business, and was sent te the Treasury for 
redemption. National bank notes, when re- 
deemed by the Treasurer, are partially can- 
celed by cutting off the two lower corners. apa 
are transferred to the effice of the Controller of 
the Currency, and aré then sent te the Secre- 
tary’s office, where they are pope through 
the centre. They are returned to the office of 
the Controller and then are placed in the mac- 
erating machine for destruction. After their 
eanceliation and before their destruction they 
are committed to a special committee composed 
of representatives of the Treasurer, the Control- 
ler, and the bank by which the notes were 
issued. This committee counts and verities the 
notes and superintends their destruction. The 
note in question had been properly cut and 
punched, but insome mysterious manner had 
escaped the macerating machine. It had been 
pieced with other notes ao as to resemble a com- 
plete note, but the work wasdene in sucha 
loose and careless margner that Treasury offi- 
Olals are surprised that its true character was 
not discovered before it came tethem fora 
second redemption. An investigation is now in 
rogeess, but nothing has been developed 
beyond whatis stated above. No other notes 
of the kind have been presented, and it is not 
believed that there are any more in existence.

THE NEW-ENGLAND SOCIETY'S 
COELEBRATION. 

A DINNER IN BROOKLYN AND ADDRESS- 
ES BY HENRY CABOT LODGE, DR. 
TALMAGE, AND EX-GOV. HOADLY. 

The New-England Society in the city of 

Brooklyn held its ninth annual banquet at the 

Academy of Music Assembly Rooms, Broeklyn, 

last night. The hall was handsomely decorated 

with a profusion of national flags draped be- 
tween and about the coats-of-arms of all the 

States of the Union. These were hung on the 

walls all around the room, the general effect 

being graceful and artistic. From the walls to 
the chandeliers were long streamers of red and 
blue, while the several tables were deeorated 
with cut flowers. The menu was furnished by 

Delmonico, and proved sv engrossing that the 

speaking did not begin until nearly 9 o’clock, 

although the descendants of the Puritans sat 


down to the feast promptly at G o’clock. The 


attendance was very large, eight long tables 
being filled. 

The first speaker was the Hon. John Winslow, 
President of the soeiety, who said that on the 
two hundred and sixty-eighth anniversary of 
the landing of the Pilgrim Fathers the society 
honored itself by honoring them. He rererred 
briefiy to the prosperity of the erganization, and 
then entered into a long laudation of the Puritan 
ancestors. : : 

The firat toast was, “The President of the 
United States,” and it was drank standing. 
Mr. Winsiow then presonted the Hen. Henry 
Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts, who re- 
sponded to the toast, ‘The Day We 
Celebrate.” The speaker was received with 
cheers. When he could make himself heard he 
said that ‘“‘Forefatner’s Day” were two words 
that opened the book of memory and awoke the 
sighing of the New-England pines. The 
brought back the scenes known in youth 
and loved in .manhood. New-England 
was but a little corner of this great 
land, but it was loved by every, descendant of 
the Pilgrims and the Puritans. The anniver- 
sary brought him and his fellows once more In 
touch with that sturdy race that clung to tne 
rocky shores of New-England with such bene- 
ficial results. The Pilgrims and Puritans had 
faults, but they built up the Jand, promoted 
learaing, and established human liberty. 

Of the latter-day characteristies of the race 
there wasnone more prominent than free speech. 
There 1n the banquet ball one might speak on 
any subject he wished, even to the disregarding 
the toast to which he had been allotted. It 
had been done before in the history of the so- 
ciety’s banquets. For instance, an attempt 
might be mude to discover what had become of 
Brooklyn's Democratic majority in the recent 
Presidential election, or the author of the Mur- 
chison letter, or the iufluence of Sackville West. 
He might construct a Cabinet for Mr. Harrison 
or discourse upon the tariff. 

Taois declaration was met with groans, which 
led Mr. Ledge tosay-that he saw the eagerness 
of his hearers. He had thrown away 
speeches on that subject for a similar reason to 
that expressed by a Western :man, who, being 
asked why he had killea his mother, replied 
that it wouldn’t pay to Winter her. He might 
aiso point out the lessens of the last election. 
That was an a pastime, but unfortu- 
nately it was all one-sided. But there was one 
phase of the election that reached below the 
mere surface and that was the strong American 
feeling developed in the sanvass. The 
war and the war issues were settled, 
but there were other questions growing 
up, and they must be settled in thoroughly 
American fashion. He deprecated such Amer- 
icanism as was developed several years ago, 
and characterized itas wholly un-American. The 
Americanism of to-day demanded a free church 
in a free State, and a free, unsectarian school in 
every ward and in every village in the country. 
It was an Americanism that gees further than 
race and religion, and that does away with 
Britisb-Americans, Irish-Americans, German- 
Americans, and all other foreign national desig- 
nations. It demanded an American without 
any qualifying adjection, and if a foreiguer 
could not come here and accept such Ameri¢an- 
ism he had better stay away. 

It was Americanism that believed in well- 
paid labor, but set its face rigidly against the 
Anarchist and the Socialist. These must be put 
down in the name of our homes, our schools, 
and our country. The vast tracts of Western 
lands were a heritage, not a bait, for foreign 
paupers. Immigration must be restricted from 
the worthless, vicious, and vagabond elements. 

Tne Territories should be admitted imto the 
Union as fast as they are worthy of a place, but 
there was noplace fur a Territory whose vopu- 
lation knew only the Mexican tonrue and Mexi- 
can ideas or fur one that defended and pro- 
tected the practice of polygamy. 

All this the Americanism of to-day demanded. 
Moreover, while it had been the policy of the 
United States not to meddle in the affairs of 
other nations, it was necessary to preserve & 
proper dignity, to resent insult, and to back the 
Awerican flag throughout the world by a navy. 
Above all was it neeessary to keep the ballot 
box inviolate even if it took the whole power of 
the United States, for public confidence in the 
ballot was the only safety of ‘the Republic. 
There was before the United States the greatest 
work that any nation on the earth ever had the 
opportunity of doing. 

The next speaker was the Rev. T. De Witt 
Talmage, whose toast was ‘The descendants 
ef the Pilgrims. They are to be congratulated 
for preserving and cherishing the good quali- 
ties of their aneeators.”” Dr. Talmage was ex- 
eeedingly humorous and kept the company in a 
continual roar of iaughter. 

After Dr. Talmage had spoken, “America” 
Was sung by the company, and then ex-Gov. 
Geerge Hoadly was introduced. He told how 
the Yankee had adapted himself to the West, 
how he had thrived there by his energy, and 
hew he had earried with him from New-Eng- 
land the spirit of toleration and a regard for the 
rights of the minority. The speaker incidentally 
alluded to the plan to anuex Canada, and 
blessed the proposition to do so. He closed 
with an allusion to the President-elect, who, 
theugh he had chosen to walk in other than 
Democratic paths, was known “as a gentleman, 
a patriot, and an upright man, a worthy suceces- 
sor of his most worthy predecessor.” 

Judge Brady, in responding to “The Judiciary,” 
told a lot of good stories and spoke a good word 
for the Irish-Americans, 

The response to ‘Characteristics of the Pil- 
grim Fathers which are Desirable in the Pilgrim 
Sons,” was made by the Rev. Dr. R. R. Mere- 
dith. He praised the true religion in the hearts 
ofthe old Puritans. If their religion ran in a 
narrow Clianne!) it ran straight. If it made the 
Puritan a siern man, it made him an upright 
man. He was iron, but tempered iron. He 
gave liberty tothe people, not an anarchistic 
liberty, but aliberty that guarded law and our 
institutions, 

Gen. Woodford spoke brieflyin response to 
“Our Bister Societies,” and thedinner ended 
with the singing ef the Doxology.

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ANOTHER RATE WAR BEGUN 


PAOQLFIO OOAST LINES ARE 
FIGHTING HKAOH OTHER. 
THE NORTHERN PACIFIC CUTS ITS PAS- 
SENGER RATE FROM CHICAGO—AC- 

TION OF OTHER ROADS, 

St. PAUL, Dec. 21.—Now that the war be- 
tween the Chicago lines is temporarily settled 
the lines between St. Paul and the Pacifie coast 
have become invelved in a cenfliet with each 
other. The first break in the market was caused 
in Cnicago yesterday, when the Northera Pacific 
Road issued a notice that it would accept sec- 
ond-class tickets to Portland, Oregon, at a 
proportion of $30 from St. Paul, and tickets 
were placed on sale in Chieago at the rate of 
$36 50. This cutis made to meet the competi- 
tion ofthe Missouri River lines by way of Kan- 
gas City. 

At the general office of the Northern Pacific 
Road entire ignorance was expressed by the 
Officials of the passenger department as to the 
reduction of the rates from Chicago. General 
Passenger Agent Fee is in Chicago and General 
Traffic Manager Hanniford went out on the line 
last evening. Advices from Chicago state that 
the St. Paul, Minneapolis and Manitoba and the 
Canadian Pacific Roads have reduced their sec- 


ond-class rate in accordance with the thirty-six- 
dollar-and-a-halg rate quoted by the Northern 
Pacific, but General Passenger Agent Whitney 
of the Manitoba Road says that he has issued 
no orders to the Chicago office to do so, 
Mr. Whitney says, however, that he has 
been advised of the reduction made b 
the Northern Pacific at Chicago, and he has tel- 
exrapnea General Passenger Agent Fee of the 
Northern Pacific and also Chairman Leeds of 
the Transcontinental Association, asking the 
meaning of the eut and why whe Manitoba Com- 
pany, as a member of the Transcontinental As- 
sociation, was net notified or consulted in the 
matter. Mr. Whitney says, furthermore, that 
as it appears that the Northern Pacific Road 
has apparently made the reduction without the 
authority er consent of the Transcontinental 
Association he will consider that it is net ob- 
higatory for the Manitoba Company to live up 
to the rules of the association, and he will meet 
any cut made by the Northern Pacific Read to 
Oregon and Washington Territory points. 

Unless the officials of the conflicting lines get 
together and agree upon a basis of rates at an 
early day there is liable to be a general cutting 
of rates to all points in the West, and the re- 
duced rates will be brought to apply on tickets 
soid from St. Paul to Montana aud ali Pacifico 
coast points. While the first-class rates are not 
yet disturped they are liable to be brought into 
the strife, and the end wil! only come when the 
rates are reduced to a basis where it will bea 
loss to the companies to carry a trainload of 
passengers at a figure less than the expense of 
running a train. 

Another complication in the situation is the 
fact that the rates between Chicago and 8t. Paul 
are to be advanced on the 24th, while the rates 
between Chicago and Omaha and Kansas City 
remain at their present standard. This will in- 
volve a further cut by the Northern Pacific if it 
intends to meet the rates made by the Missouri 
River lines. 

The reduction of the Northern Pacific rates to 
Portland made it necessary for the Maniteba 
Company to reduce rates to Helena. 


TO CHECK RATE WARS. 
An important meeting of the managers of 


Western railroads was heid in this city yester-. 


day. Tho Presidents of nearly every road west 
of Chicago were either present or represented. 
Representatives, too, of the biggest Wall-street 
banking houses, including Drexel, Morgan & 
Co., Kidder, Peabody & Co., aud Brown Broth-, 
ers & Co., were also present. This meeting was 
arranged some time ago, hints of which fact 
getting abroad in Wall-street have served for a 
lot of bogus announcements declaring from time 
to time that the meeting had already been held. 

The purpose of the conference was the discus- 
sion of means for such a readjustment, if possi- 


ble, of railway affairs in the Northwestern ter- 
ritory as will eud the wasteful rate wars and 
check foolish invasions of already occupied ter- 
ritory. Indignant and suffering security holders 
brought the meeting about. In Europe,more than 
here, an outery is being made bitterly azainst 
the methods of American railway management. 
Investors have seen incomes decreasing and 
operating expenses rising higher and higher; 
dividends have been cut down and bonded debts 
extended; tights begun ever altogether trivial 
disagreements have been developed into wars 
involving frightful losses. The result is that 
public meetings of security holders have been 
lately held abroad where many of America’s 
leading shares have been sold, not enly denounc- 
ing the style of American railway management 
‘but ov age? see reforms. 

Upon this side of the ocean the feeling has 
been somewhat less openly declared, but hardly 
any less earnest. Thus when English stock- 
holders enlisted London banking houses 1n their 
cause the New-York and Boston correspon ents 
of those interests were quite ready to meve. — 

It was when the St. Paul Road a few months 
ago abolished its dividend that there began to 
be seen a vehement rage ee to the methods 
of management. English stockholders put their 
shares in trust with London bankers agreeing to 
vote solidly to oust the present Board of Dt- 
rectors and install such a Directory as would 
more closely represent sharehelding interests. 
So far no move of consequence in that particular 
oase has been publicy made, however, theugh 
the agitation so begun among the foreign in- 
vestors has not in any sense laggea since. 

Invitations to attend yesterday’s meeting, 
held at the home of Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, 
were accepted by the various railway magnates 
most directly interested about a week ago. As 
to just what the meeting was and what hap- 
pened at it Wall-street got this ‘official’ in- 
formation from a financial news agency con- 
trolled by one of the interested banking houses: 

“ Conferences have been held at the house of Mr. 
J. Pierpont Morgan, at which the Presidents of the 
chief railroad lines west of Chicago and St. Louis 
and representatives of three ofthe chief American 
ani Keglish banking houses were present to con- 
aider the railroad situation. The meeting adjourned 
until after the holidays, as tne representatives of 
all the lines meeting at Chicago yesterday had ar- 
Tanged that rates should be restored on Jan. 1, 
1389, and the necessary orders had been given to 
accomplish that resuit. Further conferences of 
the Presidents herein, New-York may not be nec- 
easary. The spirit manifested was entirely har- 
monious.” 

Railway Presidents who took part in the con- 
ference agreed that this paragraph justly told 
the story of the meeting. Nothing was done 
other than talk at the meeting, but all insisted 


that there was perfect unanimity among those. 


present as to the need for bringing about a 
changed condition of affairs in the railway 
world, and every one present was pledged to 
work to effect reforms, 

This statement was dictated by a man whe 
took part in the conference: 

“The desire of all was to act in accerd with the 
recommendations of the financial interests and at 
the same time to carry out the provisions of the in- 
ter-State commerce law as it stands, and to meet the 
approval ef the Inter-State Commission whether the 
law is amended or not. The Presidents of the roads 
will hereafter pay more formal attention to ihe 
making of rates, and irrespousible agents will be de- 
prived of much of the power they havo used so badly 
to produce continuous fights.”

AN INTERESTING SOUTHERN SUIT. 

Nrew-Or.eEans, Dec. 21.--In 1881 C. P. 
Huntingdon, representing a controlling interest 
in a nuwber of railroads in Louisiana, Texas, 
New-Mexico, Arizona, and California, entered 
into an agreement with Jay Gould, who then 
controlled a number of railroads in Louisiana, 
Missisaippi, and other States. This agreement 
is known in railroad circles as the “ Gould- 
Huntington agreemext,” and its ohject was to 
settle existing disputes between some 
of the railroads represented by Hunt- 
ington and Gould and to avoid pos- 


sible future controversies. The agreement 
contained several distinct and Independent con- 
tracts. One of these Was an arrangement be- 
tween the Galvesten, Harrisburg and San An- 
tonio Railway and its connections east of El 
Pase and the Texas and Paeitic Railway Com- 
pauy andits connections east of El Paso, to 
divide between them their earnings from com- 
petitive business passing either way between 
—— and 41 Paso or Galveston and El 

ano. . 

For some reason this agreement remained in- 
operative until February, 1885, when it was 
moditied by the contracting parties, all claims 
of either up to November, 1884, being waived. 
In March, 1885, the Southern Pacific Company, 
a Kentucky corporation, obtained control of the 
railroads represented in the Gould-Huntington 
agreement by Mr. Huntington. Considering 
that. the  tratlic urrangement between 
Harrisburg and San  Anto- 
nio Railway Company and the Texas and 
Pacitic Railway Company and their connec- 
tions was in violation of the law as well as 
within the prohibition euntained in the Inter- 
State act against pooling, the Southern Pacifie 
Company reftised to carry out the agreement 
for division of earnings, 

In consequences of this refusal the Texas and 
Pacific Railway Company and its Receiv- 
er instituted suit last Spring in the Civ- 
il District Court of New- Orleans to 
enforce the specific pertormance of thé agree- 
ment and an accounting and settlement under 
the agreement since November, 1884. ‘The 
owmount ¢laimed as due to thé Texas and Pacifie 
is considerably over a half millien of dollars. 
The specific performanuee of the con- 
tract up to date would, according 
to the contention of the Texas and 
Pacitic Company, increase the amount te more 
than a million. Tne Southern Pacifio Company 
filed peremptory exceptions to this suit, ‘in 
which they set forth the Constitutior and laws 
of the State of Texas, the Inter-State Commerce 
act, and the resolutions for their refusal to con- 
sider the pooling agreement an obligation which 
they could lawfully perform. 

Judgo Righter to-day eutertained those ex- 
ceptions of the defendant company founded 
upon the Constitution question. On account of 
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the magnitude of the interest at stake and the 
novelty of the legal questions involved, this 
suit has attracted much attention.

PROSECUTING A TICKET BROKER. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 21.—The General Manag- 
ers of the lines in the territory of the Western 
States Passenger Association met again to-day, 
and spent the entire day in considering ways 
and means of reforming the methods of con- 
ducting passenger traffic. The committee ap- 
pointed to submit a form of agreement 
made its report and the document wus read seo- 
tion by sectiou, but was not adopted as a whole. 
The outstanding tickets which some of the 
roads claimed to be unable to Gall in remained 
an insurmountable barrier to an amicable 
understanding. 

It was learned that Receiver McNalta of the 
Wabash Railway had instituted legal proceed- 
ings against Tieket Broker Frank, who holds a 
block of Wabash tiekets whioh, it is alleged, he 
has refused to return at cost priee. On the ap- 
Plication of Receiver McNulta a writ of injunc- 
tion was issued by Judge Gresham of the United 
States Circuit Court restraining Frank from 
selling or disposing of the tickets now in his 
possession and ordering him to appear in court 
at noon to-day. Frank was on hand with his 
counsel at the appointed hour, but on the plea 
that he had not had sufficient time to prepare 
his defense a continuance was granted until 
next Wednesday. The ground of prosecution 
is that the tickets were sola to Frank as 
limited tickets, and that he has no right 
to hold thoi as charges against the Wabash 
Railway. Frank claims to have purchased them 
as unJimited tickets, and on this point there is a 
question of veracity between him and the agent 
of whom he beught them. The roads compet- 
ing with the Wabash for Kaueas City business 
hesitate about signing an agreement until this 
case is settled and all disturbing tickets are out 
of the market. 

The managers of the Western and Northwest- 
ern roads, however, decided to act independent- 
ly of the Southwestern lines, and am agreement 
was effected to restore passenger rates from 
Chicago to Council Bluffs,, Omaha, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, and Lake Superior points Jan. 1. 
The necessary 10 days’ notiee was giver. An 
adjournment was taken until this morning, 
when the consideration of the Southwestern sit- 
uation will be resumed.

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

Judge Wallace in the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday confirmed the report of Master 
Samuel H. Blatchford in the case of Hellis M, 
Berry, Charles Zabriskie, J. Alfred Davenport, and 
James Cant against the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas Railway Company and the Union and Mer. 
cantile Trust Companies in all specifications re- 
lating to interest due the plaintiffs up to June, 
1888. Hoalso granted an order for specified sums 
due on income and mortgage bonds neld by the 
plaintiffs since April, 1876, and ordered that all 
coupons and certificates of interest upon the bonded 
mortgages should be stamped by the Master in 
Chancery. 

A dispateh from 8t. Catharines, Ontario, states, 
‘‘on the best of authority,” that General Manager 
Van Horne of the Canadian Pacific Railway has de- 
cided to bring the main line of that road from Chi- 
cago to Niagara Falls through Hamilton, St. Cath. 
arines, and Merritton. The locatien of the line be- 
tween Hamilton and the Niagara River has not 
been finally arranged, but Mr. Van Horne’s inten. 
tion 1s to carry the track under the new canal by 
means ofatunnel. The only favor the Cauadian 
Pacific wants of St. Catharines is aright of way 
through the city. The Government Inspector went 
over the St. Cathsrines aud Niagara Central yester- 
day. and hesays that his suggestions have been 
fully carried out. He was satisfied with the in. 
spection. The permit to run passenger trains is 
expected daily. 

Buffalo railroad men are greatly agitated over 
a discovery made by agents of the Trunk Line 
Commission that spotters appeared there a few 
days ago and proceeded to buy up tickets in order 
to catch the east-bound lines outting rates. Tickets 
over the Lackawanna, West Shore, and Erie Roads 
were purchased at cut rates, and now the agents 
are wondering what the outcome will be. Charges 
will probably be nado before the Trunk Line Com- 
mission. 


HORRORS OF A HOSPITAL. 


THE DISCLOSURES OF A PHYSICIAN COM- 
PEL BETTER MANAGEMENT. 
Syracuse, N. Y., Dec. 21.—Dr. John W. 
Vanduyn, a leading physician and Health Ofii- 
cerof this eity, has made some shocking ex- 
posures regarding the treatment of emallpox 
patients atthe city pest house. At a secret 
meeting of the Board of Health, held last night, 
Mayor Kirk excluded all reperters from the 
meeting, but the facts leaked out to-day and 
now all the officials talk freely about the mat- 
ter. it was feared that the exposures migbt 
give the public the impression that the city was 


onthe vergeof asmallpox panic, an impres- 
oo that might seriously injure the holiday 
rade. 

Mayor Kirk, who presided at the meeting of 
the Board of Health, was informed by Dr. Van- 
duyn that the City Hospital had become the 
scene of the grossest abuses, if not flagrant out- 
rages. He said the nurses were incompetent to 
care for smallpox patients. He had delegated 
Dr. Halstead to take charge of Clark French, 
the first case, and when Lawrenee Burke fell 
sick of the same dread disease he authorized 
Dr. Halstead to attend him also. He said that 
the nurses constantly disobeyea Dr. Halstead’s 
orders, Claiming that they knew more about 
smallpox than he dic. They “taiked back” to 
Dr. Halstead in the most impudent manner. 
Among other things they asserted that the 
treatment of smallpox required the rigid exclu- 
sion of allfresh air. Dr. Halstead would lower 
a windew, and the moment his back was turned 
the nurses would shove it up. The doctor ex- 
postulated with them in vain, and one day, 
hopeless that they would obey him, he tooka 
hatchet and chopped a big hole through the win- 
aow casing. 

Up to that time,;.and even yet, Dr. Vanduyn 
said, the hospital was packed with foul air, 
making an unbearable stench. Dr. Halstead 
prescribed whisky for French, but the next day 
upon questioning him he learned that none had 
been administered to him. 

It had been learned, Dr. Vanduyn said, tha t 
Health Inspector Pollman was taking quanti- 
ties of whisky to the institution, but the nurses 
consumed the greater portion of it. jLast Tues- 
day Lawrence Burke, one of the smallpox pa- 
tients, eseaped from the bospital, clad only in 
his shirt and drawers, and in his delirium wan- 
dered about the city in a blinding snowstorm. 
At the time of his escape one ef the nurses was 
asleep and the otberdrunk. While he was at 
liberty Burke entered several houses and ex- 
posed a number of people to the disease. Upon 
his recapture the nurses fastened a rough chain 
around the patient’s ankle and chained him to 
his bed so that they could continue their de- 
bauch undisturbed, Dr. Vanduyn declared that 
the whole system of management at the hospital 
was & scandal. 

Commissioner John Horton of the Syracuse 
Journal took exception to some of Dr. Van- 
duyn’s statements, and the two men became 
excited and advanced toward each other. 
Mayor Kirk sprang between them and ex- 
claimed: “Gentlemen, be quiet, or you will 
force me to calla policeman.” in proof of the 
statements made a messenger was sent for Drs. 
Halstead and J. P. and Herbert Dunlap. Dr. 
Halstead said that the charges made by Dr. 
Vanduyn were correct. It was finaily resolved 
that Dr. Vanduyn should have entire control of 
the institution and have the appointment of all 
nuirsés. 

Dr. Halstead said to-night: ‘“‘ When I visited 
the pest house yesterday morning I notieed 
that Burke was bound to the bed by his right 
leg by a chain. His sock was on and around 
that, and under the chain was wound a small 
wad of cotton batting. The chain was a steel 
dog chain. I asked the attendant what thé man 
was beund for and he answered: ‘ Why, to keep 
him trom jumping out of bed, of course.’ I 
ordered the chain removed, and they toek it off. 
This is a critical day with Burke, and I consider 
him to be in a very dangerous condition.” The 
disclosures have crested a good deal of excite- 
ment throughout the city.

AND HER HUSBAND PAYS THE BILLS. 
Boston, Dec. 21.—A case of kleptomania 
has come to light in this city and additional in- 
terest is added by the fact that the culprit is 
the wife of a well-known and wealthy Back Bay 
minister. The matter was discovered by the 
floorwalker at the store of Houghton & Dutton. 
His attention Was attracted by the disappear- 
ance of three books under the cloak of a fash- 
jonably-dressed woman at whom he chaneéd to 
bo looking at that moment.

respectability about the woman dazed him for 
& moment, but he decided that it would not do 
to let goods disappear in that way and at once 
approached her. 

As he did 60 a watchful lady’s maid grasped 
his arm and said in a whisper: “That's all 
right; she cannot help it, and her husband will 
settle for everything.’”” A card was thruat into 
the fleorwalker’s hand. - He was more sur- 
prised when he read the name on the card, and 
he allowed tke lady and her maid to depart un- 
molested. 

Investigation showed that the representation 
made by the maid was correet, The woman is 
well kuown in one or two large stores in this 
city. Whenever she’ enters, a toorwalker 
watches her movements closely, keeps account 
of the goods she steals, and the billis sent to her 
husband, who invariably pays it prompily. 
Eveu this oversight is unnecessary, for a care- 
ful maid 18 employed to watch her movements, 


report pecvlations, and see that her mistress , 


does not get into trouble. The mania has been 
developing for about three years. Possessed of 
all the money she desires, she steals only arti- 
cles of smati valne, such as handkerchiefs, 
purses, and smali books. :

OLIVER DITSON. 

Oliver Ditson, the well-known music pub- 
lisher of Boston, died yesterday afternoon at 
his home in East Brookline-street. During last 
Summer, while at his Summer home by the sea, 
he was stricken with paralysis and his life was 
despaired of, but he gradually recovered, and 
was brought to his home in Boston. His 
strength gradually failed, and his death was not 
unexpected. He was born in Boston in 1811, 


and received his education in the mimar 
schools. After graduation he entered the em- 
ploy of Col. Samuel Parker, a music publisher, 
with whom he remained until he bevame of age. 
He then formed a partnership with a Mr. Mor- 
risey, which was soen dissolved, and Mr. Ditson 
formed a partnership with his late employer 
which was continued until 1840, when Col 
Parker retired and Mr, Ditson became the sole 
proprietor. In 1857 John C. Haynes, thena 
clerk employed by Mr. Ditson, was admitted as 
& partner and the firm name changed to Oliver 
Ditson & Co., and the business relations of these 
men continued until the present time. Mr. 
Ditson was married in 1840 to Catharine De- 
lano, daughter of Bevjamin Delano of Kingston, 
& lineal deseendant of Gov. Bradford. They 
had tive children, enly two of whom are now 
pt In politics Mr. Ditson was a stanch Re- 
Jubilcan, but never held public office. For over 
O years he was President of the Continental 
Bank, and at the time of his death was one of 
the Directors. He was also Director of the 
Boston Safe Deposit Company, the Franklin 
Savings Bank, and the Old Men's Home.

William A. Seay, formerly United States 
Minister to Bolivia, died at his home at Shreve- 
port, La., yesterday, after a brief illness, aged

Gen. B. F. Bruce died at his home in the town

Myron H. Clark’s staff, (1851-2,) and also on 
Gov. John A. King’s staff, (1855-8.) He was a mem- 
ber from Madison County of the Constitutional Con- 
vention of 1846, which framed the present State 
Constitution, and took a leading part in its deliber- 
ations.

Island, died at his homein Flushitig early Thursday 
morning. Mr. Lawrence was born in Flushing in 
1300, and was the first Trustee elected after that 
Village was incorporated. In 1843 he ran for Con- 
gtess from the First Congressional District and was 
elected.

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‘OUR INTERESTS IN SAMOA 


THE CONTROVERSY WITH GER- 
MANY ON THE SUBJEOT. 
HOW LAND TITLES HAVE BEEN JEOP- 

ARDIZED—THE NEW. KING'S WAR 


AGAINST TAMASESE. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The President 
to-day transmitted to both houses of Congress, 
in accordanee with the promise contained in 
his annual message, & communication from the 
Beoretary of State, inclosing correspondence 
relating to affaira in Samoa, covering the period 
intervening between the date at which the 
prior correspondence ends and the present 
time. The last message was sent to Congress 
on April 3. 

The correspendence opens with a eommunica- 
tion from Censul-General Sewall at Apia to 
Assistant Secretary Porter, under date ef Oct. 
8, 1887, inelosing a statement from H, J, Moors, 


a leading American merchant of Samoa. Mr. 
Sewall asks the consideration of the department 
for Mr. Moors’s letter and says it puts plainly the 
case ef Americans whose land titles are endan- 
gored by the installment of Tamasese as King, 


and the consequent control of the Government 
by the Germans. 


Mr. Moors says that he purchased for Messrs. 
MoKenzie & London of New-Zealand a site for 
@® warebouse from the ruling chief of Apia, who 
had a clear, indefeasible title to the land, and 
had been in possession fer over 30 years, The 
members of the firm disagreeing, he (Moors) 
bought the property from them in 1885, and 
proceeded to erect a warehouse. Soon after the 

urchase, Mr. Moors says, he was asked by Mr. 

eber, manager of a German firm and German 
Consul, if the property was for sale, and in- 
formed him it had been sold. At. Mr, 
Weber's request Mr, Moors gave him a refusal 
of the property if it sheuld ever be again put 
up for sale. Eighteen months afterward the 
Beach portion of Moors’s preperty was fenced 
in by the agents of Mr. Weber, and he was in- 
formed that for $40 a native of Vailele, a town 
three miles away, had madea conveyance of 
his (Moors’s) property to Weber, who therefore 
claimed it. The native, when called to account, 
said he knew he had no right to the land, 
but that Weber had threatened to withdraw 
his support from the Tamasese party unless 
the deed were signed. It is pooper he says, 
by the German Goverument, to have Tamasese 
establish a iand court, which will adjudge in 
favor of all claims the Germans have to lands. 
Thus,” he says, ‘my property and the prop- 
erty of other persons is liable to be taken from 
us on the most slender pretext unless we defend 
it, rifle in hand, and I assure you that I will do 
80 before I will be foreed into such an iniquitous 
court,” He ealls attention to the need of protec- 
tion for American citizens, whese property is 
being takon from them, and asks: 


“Could not the United States annex Samoa, Ta. 
masese, and all, and so impress upon German 
diplomats that they cannot play fast and loose with 
a country 60 great as ours? We surely need a coal- 
ing station inthe South Pacific. 0 other place 
remains but Samoa. Why should we not have it? 
The country could be made more than self-support- 
ing, and such achange would be hailed with joy by all 
natives and by every white man here except the 
Germans, and as they ask but $330,000 for their 
whole interests in Samoait would be a very easy 
matter to buy them out and resell the lands, which, 
under a good Government, would be worl three or 
four timas their present value.” 

On Nov. 4, 1887, Baron Zectwitz, German 
Charegé d@’ Affaires, handed to Secretary Bayard a 
memorandum containing the counter-project of 
the German Government to the proposition of 
Mr. Bayard. Mr. Bayard’s proposition was that 
the executive branch of the future Government 
o? Samoa should consist of a councilcomposed of 
fie p-rseis, the King, Vice-King, and three 
loreigu miuisters to be chosen from the Dation- 
alities of the turee treaty-making powers, and 
to discharge the duties of Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, Minister of the Interior, and Treasurer, 
These ministers should have seats on the floor 
of the Faipule and take part in the debates. The 
principal ebjection to this plan urged by the 
German Government was that in a country 
like Samoa, where there is a population ef 200 
white persons and a native population of 35,000 
living in the most primitive condition, a division 
of the Government into separate branches is 
not at present practicable, and that the ap- 
pointment of three white Ministers would entuil 
too — expense. According te the German- 
English proposition, tne business which would 
be transacted by the College of Ministers 
could, with the assistance of a suitable 
number of clerks, be attended to b 
a single officer. The Government, whic 
is still to be created for Samoa, must have two 
sides: First, that of a modera tate in relatien 
tofereign countries, and, second, that of a patri- 
archal Government, for the proper development 
of existing domestic institutions. The’ partiei- 
pation of the Samoansin the institutions of a 
modern State is at present impossible, as they 
have no knowledge qualifying them therefor. 
As regards their patriarchal domestic Govern- 
ment, the Samoans should, as far as possible, 
be allowed te enjoy independence aud autone- 
my. If the American Government cannot 
be convinced of¢the practical advantages of 
the German-English proposition, and if 

‘it regards the carrying out the same as danger- 
“ous to the independence and neutrality of 
‘Samoa, and as a deviatien from the traditional 
policy of the United States in the Pacific Ocean 
the Imperial Government has no desire to ad- 
here to the plan and to renew the discussion 
thereor. The Imperial Government, ‘however, 
tor the reasons stated, considers the counter- 
proposition made by Mr. Bayard during the 
conference, for an executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment composed of tive members, as imprac- 
ticable, and is unable te regard the same as suf- 
neoient ground for further negotiations, The 
memorandum is signed by Count Bismarck. 

Under date of April 30, 1888, Consul-General 
Sewall calls attention to the fact that anew 
Government has been formed in the Manua 
group of islands, (three smail islands near the 
Samoan group,) under clreumstances suggest- 
ing that Manua is now at the mercy of the same 
commercial greed which has overthrown the 
acknowledged Government of Samoa ‘The 
head of the new Government is the agent efa 
German firm. 

Ins communication from the United States 
legation at London, dated May 8, the Under 
Secretary of Fereign Affairs for Great Britain 
is quoted as saying: ‘* Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have seen ne cause te take part on either 
side in the differences between King Malietoa 
and the Emperor of Germany. At present 
Tamasese is the King de facto and wili be rec- 
ognized by her Majesty’s Government.” 

Consul-General Sewall on May 24 says that 
peace and order continue to be maintained by 
German ships of war, but native disaffection 
prevails throughout the group, He also says 
that the German Government has sought to en- 
force its supremacy on the islands by control of 
the mails and appointing its Vice-Censul Post- 
master. Tho Consul-General recommends 
abelishing the present Government and tempo- 
rarily oceupying the islands. He says he is 
aware that such a step has never been contem- 
plated by tne department, but says that it 
could be effected without opposition, and seems 
to be the only solution of the trouble. 

One June 19 Consul-General Sewall says that 
® proclamation has been issued by the German 
high Commissioner for the Marshal Islands, de- 
claring a protectorate over the Pleasant Isl- 
ands and placing a prohibition on the export of 
tirearms and ammunition thereto. 

The seizure, by order of German Consul 
Becker, ef land upon which William Coe, an 
American oitizen, had erected a house, forme 
the subject of voluminous correspondence. The 
result of the controversy was an award by arbi- 
trators of $6,000 te Coe, which Consul-General 
Sewall approved and deelined to entertain an 


appeal. 

Ina letter of Aug. 2 by Seeretary Bayard to 
Minister Phelps, in which he expresses the views 
of this Government upon the Samoan treaty, he 
says: ** Ido not reeive at present any reason 
why the United States should yield any part of 
ite existing exciusive eonsular jurisdietion over 
Americans in Samoa.” 

On the 4th of September Mr. Blacklock, Vice- 
Consul at Apia, telegraphed to the State De- 
partment that a general revolt had broken out 
against Tamasese and that affairs were more 
serious thanever. In pursuance of this og me 
and by request of Mr. Bayard Secretary Whit- 
hey directed Rear-Admirai Kimberly to send ene 
Bhip of his command to Samea to protect Amer- 
ican interests. : 

Under date of Sept. 3 Commander Leary of 
the Adams reports to Seeretary Whitney that 
she revolutionists have installed Matoafa King 
of Samoa, with the name of Malletoa Matoatfa 
after a conflict between the revolutionists and 
the forees of Tamasese. Several persons, some 
foreigners, wero killed. Commander Leary says 
that Malietoa carefully avoided injuring any 
eetew A of the Americans, and that all the 

epredations were eommitted by the forces of 
Tainasese. 

On Oct. 1 Mr. Bayard communicated to Mr. 
Pendleton, Minister te Germany, the intention 
pf the United States to respect the choiee of 
the Samoan people in their selection of Malietoa 
nnd assumed that the other treaty-making 
powers would take asimilar course. In re- 
sponse Mr. Coleman of the legation et Berlin 
telegraphed Mr. Bayard that Privy Councillor 
Hhoistein had informed him that the German 
Consul at Apia had been directed to restrict his 
action to what was necessary to secure tho 
lives aud the prepersy of German aubdjects. 

Under date ot Apia, Samoa, Oct. 8, Oom- 
mandcr Leary informs Capt. Fritze that under 
the shadow of the German port at Mulinum 
atrocities have been committed on American 
Trroperty, and the lives of the American ewners 
have been threatened and jeopardized by armed 
mnarines who appear to be sheltersad by the 
naval force belonging to the vessel under Capt. 
Fritze’e command. In reply, Capt. Fritze says: 
“Such is the state of affairs In Samoa that I 
have to regard the questions addressed to me as 
not totally devoid of a political character, and 
60 beg you to consider the watter in the hands 
of the diplomatic representatives of the United 
States and Germany residing in Samoa.” 

Under date of Nov. 5 Mr. Blacklock writes to 
Mr. Rives, Assistant Secretary of State, and 
expresses his pleasure at the information that 
@ naval vessel has been ordered to Apia. Her 

resence, he says, 18 absolutely mecessary for 
he safety of Americans and their preperty. 

On Nov. 21 Mr, eg peed wrote to Count Aree, 
German Minister at Washington: 

“In coneeqnence of the verbal eommunication 
wade to me wy you yesterday, under instructions of 


ee 


Seed Government, in relation to the interests of 
ermans and of Americans at Samoa, I have in- 
formed our representative st Berlin, and shall simi- 
larly instruct the United States Consul at Samoa, 
that every endeavor is to be made to avoid all 
friction of conflict of interests betweon citi- 
zens of the two Governments in their business 
operations in the islands. Incase of any question 
arising which cannot be prompel and satisfac- 
torily arranged between those officials then the 
points of dispnte should at once be remitted for de- 
cision to Berlin or to this capital. I believe it was 
clearly understood between us that the present con- 
dition of affairs at Samoa had been reported simt- 
larly to the foreign office at Berlin and to this de- 

artment, and that when the dispatch from this 
jopartment was read to Baron von * Hol- 
stein he had stated that he had re- 
ceived the same account from the German 
represeutative and that bis Government was indif- 
ferent as to their choice of a King by the Samoans, 
only * ideo that German interests should not be 
injured. Cercainly this would be also tho wish of 
this Government, and being thus agreed I hope you 
will recommend to your Government that its ofl- 
cials in Samoa shall be instructed to co-operate with 
the officials of the United States for the peaceful 
condnxct of affairs in those regions. and if any cause 
of difference shall arise which cannot be arranged 
by their joint efforts in such case resort shall at 
once be had to the home Government of either party 
in order that an amicable result can be reached,” 

In a note to Mr, Coleman, in charge of the le- 
gation at Berlin, under the same date, Mr. 
Bayard stated that he agreed with Baron von 
Holstein in that it was a matter of indifference 
to this Government what chief might be at the 
head of Samoan affairs. 

On Nov. 23 Consul-General Sewall, being then 
in Washington, informed Secretary Bayard 
that the indisposition on the part of the German 
Consul at Samoa to act In friendly co-operation 
with him arose out of a misappreben- 
sion as to his (Sewail’s) motives., and 
frem a misapprehension as to the  pol- 
loy of this Government, and he 
expresses his wish that nothing shail stand 
in the way fer entire harmonious co-operation 
between them in order that the present un- 
fortunate strife may be terminated. In a letter 
to Count Arco, under date of Nov, 26, Secretary 
Bayard oalls his attention to this expression of 
Mr. S8ewall, and hopes that the German Consul 
at Apia will be made cognizant of the same, 50 
that there may be no misunderstanding in re- 
gard to these facts when Mr, Sewall returns,

THE ALASKA INQUIRY. 


STORIES OF OUTRAGE DENIED—AGENT 
TINGLE’S LATEST REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 21.—H. A. Glidden, an 
agent of the Treasury Department at the seal 
islands-of St. Paul and 8t. George from 1882 
to 1985, was called to-day as a witness by the 
House Committee on the Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries, investigating the alleged outrages in 
Alaska. Witness said he had read the charges 
published in the newspapers, but he said he did 
not think there was any truth inthem. His 
headquarters, whilo agent, were on St. Paul 
Island, wnd he visited St. George oncea year. 
He had never heard of any cases of criminal as- 
sault on the islands. If there had been any com- 
plaints to make he would have heard of them, 
as the people looked upon him as their pro- 
tector. Witness said the men employed on the 
islands by the Alaska Company were kind to the 
natives, aud their presenee there tended to ele- 
yate and civilize the people. 

On cross-examination by the attorney for the 
Alaska Company, witness said he had never 
had any conneetion with the Alaska Company; 
also, that while he was agent, his authority 
as such was never resisied by the agents of the 
company. 

This elosed the investigation for the present, 
and the committee adjourned to Jan. 7, 

Senator Dawes’s second resolution of inguiry 
for information respecting the alleged outrages 
in Alaska, directed to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, bore fruit to-day, Seoretary Fair- 
child answered that he had knowledge of the 
condition of affairs only on the islands of St. 
Paul and 8t. George, which are unger the con- 
trol of his department, and that this knowledge 
was based upor statements made in the reports 
of the special agent, previously transmitted to 
Congress. The last of these on file in the de- 
partment is thatof G. R. Tingle, dated July 31, 
1888, and sent to Congress in September. A 
eopy of the report is inclosed. Mr, Tingle says: 

“The condition of the natives on the two islands 
remains about the game as heretofore reported. 
They are slowly becoming more Americanized, and 
are perfectly bappy and contented, as they well 
may be with the treatment they receive at the 
hands of the Alaska Commercial Company and the 
Government. If the unlawful slaughtering of seals 
by marauders 18 notin some yi 4 effectually stopped 
the seals will adopt some other rendezvous, and 
most likely go to the Russian side. The number of 
seals on our islands will cach year grow rapidly less 
until our world-wide famous seal islands become the 
home of a few straggling seals, and as a source of 
revenue be entirely destroyed. 

“ Gov. Swineferd,” Mr. Tingle continues, “ paid a 
visit to the island in the Thetis on the 17th of June, 
and was given every facility for securing informa- 
tion by the Alaska Company’s oqene. The Gover- 
nor expressed himself as highly pleased with the 
condition of the natives and the management of the 
Government's interests. He was indeed guite pro- 
fuse in praise of the company’s care and provision 
for the natives, and thought the method of conduct- 
ing the Government’s business could not be im- 
proved on. Tne Governor’s visit here can have but 
one result, as he is a fair man, viz., to give him the 
data gainea by personal knewledge on which he 
will base a report correcting many of the errors 
into which he was led in his last report by accept- 
ing as true the false statement of a man named 
Anderson.” 





LEOTURE ON GLADSTONE. 

A tall, portly gentleman, of florid counte- 
nance, reddish-gray beard, smooth upper lip, 
and with an aureola of black hair surrounding a 
smooth, white space on the crown of his head, 
is the Hon. W. H. Aubrey, the distinguished 
Liberal of England. He lectured at Association 
Hall last night, before an interested audience, 
upon ** Giadstone: HisjCharacteristics, his Per- 
sonality, his Career.’””’ He appeared in uncon- 
ventional dress, with cutaway coat, and treated 
his subject in a conversational way, without 
notes, But his heart was in his subject, and his 
ramarks were received with frequent mani- 
festations of pleasure by the audience. 

Gladstene, he said, began his political career 
as a Tory. acaulay said of him that he was 
the rising hope of the stern and uneompromis- 
ing Tories. The fact that he had beeome the 
foremost Liberal of England illustrated the 
strongest trait in his character—that he would 
£0, disdaining consequences, where conscience 
and patriotism and humanity pointed the way. 
He was passionately loved by the Liberals and as 
passionately hated by the Tories. Ae had de- 
soribed the ruling principal of Toryism as jéal- 
ousy of liberty, jealousy of the people, qualified 
by fear; and of Liberalism as .confidence in the 
peepie, qualified by prudence. In his personal- 
ity he was a living demonstration of the fact 
that it was possible to attain to the highest 
political position and yet retain his simplicity 
and purity of personal character. If deficient 
in anything it was in humor and satire and 
pathos. He was impatient of stupidity, but 
withal gentle and considerate; of remarkably 
retentive memory and a good listener. He 
stands to-day between the monopolies and trusts 
and expiring hierarchies of the past and the 
living, advancing, hopefal spirit of the present. 





GAINING USEFUL KNOWLEDGE. 

Scholars attending the evening classes of 
the Pratt Institute, Ryerson-street, near De 
Kalb-avenue, Brooklyn, were found hard at 
work last night by the bands of visitors who 
made tours of inspection through the sehool. 
All kinds of werk was going on. Boys in tight- 
fitting jackets were laying brick, building walls, 
and making fire-places. Young girls were em- 
broidering and making dresses, young men were 
hammering away at iron work, others were rap- 
pas into s ape windows in miniature and em- 

rye doors. The work went on most systemat- 
ically, and the noisiest factors in the busy 
rooms were the whirring lathes and alg saws. 

Throughout all the rooms the attendance was 
very fair, and was especially large in the art 
department, where young girls and boys were 
busy with free-band sketching in charceal from 
plaster cast and im mechanical and architectu- 
raldrawing. The sewing school had ‘quite a 
homelike appearance, and the young girls learn- 
ing the mysteries of the needle presented a quiet 
picture in pleasing contrast to the businesslike

RESIDENTS OF NEW-JERSEY 
MAKE OCOMPLAINY. 

THEY SAY THE BARCLAY-STREET FER- 

RIES ARE ONLY FIT FOR CATTLE 


AND THEY DEMAND A REFORM. 


For some time past there has been much 
discontent among the patrons of the Morris and 
Essex Division of the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Railroad, and the trains havo re- 
sounded with bitter complaints against the 
overcrowding and generally bad management of 
the Hoboken ferryboats, running from the 


foot of Barolay-street. Several communications 
have been received at THE TIMES office asking 
that the condition of affairs might be looked 
into. 

The section of New-Jersey traversed by this 
division contains a number of small towns 


made up of the residences of New-York busi- 


ness men in a large measure, and these business 
men have taken the matter in hand and are de- 
termined that the Heboken: Land and Improve- 
inert Company, which owns the ferry, 6hall be 
forced into treating their patrons at least with 


decency. 


Mr. James R. Pitcher, a resident of Short 
Hillis and Secretary of one of the largest in- 
surance cempanies in the State, said toa re- 
porter yesterday: ‘‘The growth of the country 
along the Morris and Essex Division has been 
wonderful, and yet no more nor better aecom- 
modations are afforded by this ferry company 
now than were afforded 10 years ago. The Ho- 
boken Land and [mpovement Company, having 
as its President E. A. Stevens, one of the heirs 
to the great Stevens estate, and who in himself 
is the company which owns and runs these 
boats, has a monopoly of the Hoboken ferry 
Privileges, owaing practically the entire water 
front. itis only by these boats that passengers 
—7 in on the railroad can reach New-York 

Jity. 

“From Barclay-street to Hoboken the boats 
leave but once in 10 minutes. As a result the 
morning and evening boasts are densely packed 
with business men ceming from and returning 
to their homes, Betweon 7 and 9 in the 
morning and 4 and 7 in the evening the 
condition of affairs is abominable. The boats 
are often so jammed that the people are crowded 
in with the horses. Nota fifth of the passen- 
gers can find = seats. The people are 
crowded into the cabins like s0 many 
sheep, and as there is no provisinn for ventila- 
tion the atmosphere is awful, Only the other 
night Isaw three women faint in the ladies’ 
cabin, anditisno uncommon thing fer ladies 
andeven men tobe so nauseated by the foul 
air of the cabins that they have tv be helped 
into the outside air. On stormy days passen- 
cers are compelied to stand on the open deck, or 
else seek shelter in among the horses and trucks 
to the imminent danger of health and life. 

“This overvrowding, of course, is the prime 
complaint, but there are others. Loaded 
drays are allowed to go on and off the 
boats while passengers are crossing the 
readway to reach the trains, and acoi- 
dents frequently occur. Again the ferry com- 
pany wlll not make the time schedule accord 


. with the running of trains, though the railread 


does its best to have everything harmonious. 
Nearly,every morning when a trainload of pas- 
sengers Comes into Hobeken the gateman will 
pack as many as can be packed on a boat, then 
the gates are closed, and the rest of the passen- 
gers must wait 10 minutes for another boat. 
Considering the important traffic upon this line, 
boats should be run every 5 minutes during 
busy hours, so that patrons could get some sort 
of accomodations from a company whose terry 
rates are a8 high as any in New- York. 

“This is an old grievance and nothing has 
been done to remedy it. Complaints from repre- 
sentative men, made in the most polite manner, 
have met with the response that ‘if they di 
not like the ferry they need not use it.’ At last 
the matter has reached a head, and tt seems as 
though we shall have some practical result. 
Pubiic meetings will be ealied to express indig- 
nation, and popular subscriptions will be raised 
to employ ceunsel, On the train last evening 
subscriptions of $100 and $50 were made, 
There will be no trouble about raising money, 
for every patron of the ferry company is as 
bitter against it asIam. When the money is 
raised we will have our lawyers take this thing 
to the Legislature and find out whether a ferry 
company is not compelled to recognize certain 
rights ef the public under its charter.” 

Mr. Pitcher gave the reporter the names of a 
score or more of New-York business men who 
have the same grievances as himself. Many of 
them were called upon, and they affirmed all 
that Mr. Pitcher had said, and declared their de- 
termination to try to force the company to re- 
spect the public rights. Meetings are to be held 
in Orange, Essex, Short Hills, and many other 
towns this week. They say that if the company 
would only devote a small portion of its enor- 
mous dividends to the purchase of two new 
boats, so that trips could be made every five 
minutes during the hours of heavy tratlic, no 
fault could be found. 

That the grievances were not overstated a 
reporter was satisfied by crossing the ferry on 
some ef the heavy trips last evening. The boats 
were literally jammed. On the 6 o’clock trip 
the gates could hardly be shut because of the 
crowd on the deck. In the cabin the people 
were wedged in like sardines. Every ettort to 
push through the crowd was futile. Women 
with children in their arms stood all the way 
across, and the,trip for some unknown rea- 
son consumes 14 roinutes. There were 
aS many teams aboard as  ceuld be 
crowded on and standiug among them, in danger 
of being injured by a frightened or balky horse, 
were as many peeple as could have been seated 
in one cabin. Should any panic occur on such a 
trip by collision or other cause the result would 
beterrible. When the boat was fastened to the 
slip, as the complainants said, the passengers 
and teams were Ail released at once, and unless 
those who had to cross the roadway to take 
trains were very alert the danger was great or 
being run over. 

On the boat the passengers were grumbling 
in @ manner which showed that they were 
ready to participate in such a reform as is now 
to be attempted. 





HE FAVORS A NAVAL RESERVE. 
Rear Admiral Gherardi, who was requested 
some time ago by the New-York Board of Trade 
to express his views on the proposed establish- 
ment of a naval reserve, forwarded an answer 
to Chairman Aaron Vanderbilt yesterday, in 
which he says: 


“ Regarding a national naval reserve, I cannot too 
strongly 6xpress my sense of the great value such 
au organization, properly constituted, would be to 
the United States forces in time of emergency. To 
be of value it should cousist as well of ships xs of 
officers and men, and a more excellent expenditure 
could not be made than  f the General Government 
securing the services of ships already built ani 
encouraging the building ef others Led bay ing a cer- 
tain percentage on the cost of a limited number of 
vessels having the’ highest qualities as to speed and 
strength and provided with the necessary fittings 
for conversion into armed transports or commerce 
destroyers. 

“I would also earnestly support the enro)lment of 
sea-going Officers and men, to whom should be of- 
fered opportunities for drill in the sbips of the 
North Atlantic squadron every Summer, and who 
should be compensated for the time actually spent 
in drill. A very large number of meu, among whom 
would be found discharged apprentices, are avail- 
able for this purpose, and officers of the merchant 
service, who are accustomed to life on shipboard, 
could, ina few weeks’ arill every year, readily fit 
themselves for active service in time of emergency. 

*“*Iam not able to perceive any tangible advan- 
tage tothe United States naval servite from the 
enreliment of a State militia. To make man-of- 
warsmen they must bedrilled in the handling of 
great guns on shipboard, and no State militia could 
in any way afford tacilities for such instruction. 
The manipulation of torpedoes is only learned by 
large practice, and invelves mechanical and elec- 
trical skill of a high degree. If real work and real 
advantage to the country are intended, itseems to we 
that all efforts should be turned toward the forma- 
tion of a national naval reserve of ships, officers, 
and men. If this is done the need of a State militia 
will not exist.” 





BEN ASULI’S COMPLAINT. 

Ben Asuli, the Arab whose alleged wrong- 
ful imprisonment by the clerk of W. Reed Low- 
is, United States Consul at Tangier, Morocco, 
has already been much spoken of by the press, 
arrived yesterday in the steamer Australia 
from Gibraltar. He is an attractive-loeking 
Moor of about 45 years of age, but is absolutely 


ubpable to express himself in English. His story, 
- — by an interpreter, is tothe following ef- 
ect: 

He says that he was amerchant doing busi- 
ness at Fez, the capital of Moervucco, and was 
seized and thrown inte an unpleasant dungeon, 
where he remained for 50 days because he re- 
fused to pay adebt which he didn’towe. The 
alleged pseudo-ereditor who annoyed him in 
this way was so intrenched, be elaims, behgnd 
Cousul Lewis’s good will that Ben Asuli could 
not obtain redreas from that official Hehas ac- 
cordingly proceeded to this country, where he 
paied lay the Ouse before the authorities at Wash- 

ngton. 





AN OLD-TIMKH BURGLAR IN THE TOILE. 

“Johnny” Irving, an old-time safe burglar and 
bank robber, was before the Jefferson Market 
Police Court yesterday under the name of George 
Mason on a charge of entering New’s grocery at 
870 Jackson-avenue, Long [sland City, last October, 
blowing open the safe, and stealing its contents. 


He donied the charge, and said that he could preve 
that he was not across the river any night in Oc- 
teber last, but was taken to Long Island City. - 

Irving has deen concerned in a@ large number of 
burglaries and has served several terms in different 
State prisons. He gained notoriety in 1873 by 
falsely accusing himself while in San Francisco of 
complicity in the Nathan murder.

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ABUSES OF IMMIGRATION. 


TESTIMONY GIVEN BEFORE TBE FORD 
INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE. 
PritTsBuRG, Dec. 21.—The Congressional 
Immigration Investigation Committee began 
its session here to-day. Tho committes was 


represented by Congressman M, H, Ferd of 


Michigan, Chairman of the committeo, and 
Congressman Richard Guenther of Wisconsin. 
There were also present Judge Simmons,special 
agent of the Treasury Department; R. fT. Merri- 
fiela, Sergeant-at-Arms, and James Fisher, Sec- 
retary and official stenographer. During the 
morning Robert C. Elliott, Chief of the Bureau 


of Charities; Judge William Ramsey, former 
Chairman ot the Poor Board, and George Hoft- 
man, Examiner of the po oabegetery ef Charity, 
were examined. Chief Elliott said that insane 
people and adecrepit andignorant elass of pe-ple 
appliea for relief to a great extent who should 
never have been admitted into the country. He 
recited 25 cases, some of them criminal, of pev- 
ple who had coms here frem foreign countries 
against the provisions of law. One case was 
that of an Englishman who had killed a British 
otticer. Another was that of an Englishwoman 
who bad been brougiit here by her betrayer and 
abandoned. he was taken to the Pvor Farm 
en Oct. 25, 1887, went insane, and still remains 
there. She has cost the city thus far $1,590, 
and as she is a strong woman and may live 
Tiany years sho may cost the city $3,000 or 
$4,000 more before she dies. Another case was 
that of a foreigner who haa served at Black- 
well’s Island, and after leaving there had been 
shipped trom Castile Garden’ to Pittsburg, and 
after being taken te the Poor Farm stolen goods 
were found in his possession. He then admitted 
that he had been a thief before he came to this 
country. 

The afternoon session was devoted to taking 
testimony, especially regarding the importation 
of contraet labor The witnesses examined 
were Master Werkman Eckles Robinson of the 
Brassworkers’ National Assembly, Master Work- 
man Doyle of District Assembly No, 3, Knights 
of Labor, President Smith of the Flint Glass 
Workers’ Union, and James Campbell and 
William Cake, President and Secretary of the 
Window Glass Workers’ Federatien. The evi- 
deuce went to show that mer had come to this 
country under contract in many Cases to work 
against skilled labor. 

This completed the evidence and the session 
adjourned. The members of the commission 
will leave for Detreit in the morning. 





BURGLARS AI SPRINGFIELD.

THEY ARE PURSUED AND ONE OF THEM 
Is SHOT AND CAPTURED. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Dec. 21.—Burglars 
broke into two stores at Long Meadew alittle 
village 24g miles out of this city, this morning, 
and exchanged a number of shots with a young 
man who pursued them. The men first broke 
into E. K, Colton’s general store by prying open 
the doors. They secured a few dollars in 
pennies from the money till. From here they 
went around the corner to W. W. Coomes, spec- 
tacle dealer, and forced open the door to the 
smmall addition used as an office. Here they 
found a sate in which Mr. Coomes keeps his 


most valuable materials and products. The 
purglars bored a hole through the top, and fill- 
lng it with powder, lighted it with aiuss. The 
explosion tore off the safe door with the wheie 
ot the front of the safe. The men, however, 
only had time to secure an eighty-dollar brick 
of silver ana four twenty-dollar gold pieces. 

The explosion occurred just after the clock 
struck 4, and was heard by *a number of peo- 
ple in the neighborhood. Among others was 
James W. Coomes, a nephew of the proprietor, 
who had aroom in his uncie’s house directly 
across from the office. He saw smoke issuing 
from its shattered windows, and, hurriedly 
dressing, gave the alarm to the household, 
Armed with ashotgun avd a revolver he left 
the house by a baek door. As he neared the 
hedge beside the house he saw a man inan 
opening. The man fired and Coomes seturned 
the shot from the fowling piece. The burglar 
started fer the street, and when near the cor- 
ner of the store two more shots were exchanged. 
Mr. Coomes was slightly wounded in the foot, 
The man kept on up the street, however, both 
firing until the six ehambers in Coomes’s re- 
volver were empty. It was found that the 
burglar was seriously injured, as his tracks 
were covered with blood, 

Tho pelice in this city were notified and early 
in the ferenoon Officer Wilson of Thompsonville 
arrested a man who boarded a train on the New- 
York, New-Haven and Hartford Railroad at 
Warehouse Point. He was taken to this city, 
where he gave the name of Frank Richie and 
confessed thut he was the man who did the 
shooting and in company with two others com- 
Imitted the robbery. His head was filled with 
shot from Coomes’s gun. The booty taken from 
Colton’s store was found on his person, but the 
other men are at large with the silver and 
money taken from the second place. 





“HOLDING UP” A TRAIN. 


CURIOUS FREAK OF A WELL-KNOWN 
CITIZEN OF ATLANTA. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 21.—A strange inci- 
dent happened on the Brunswick and Western 
Road last night. As the south-beund frelght 
train pulled up at Allapaha the engineer and 
firemen were suddenly startled by the sound of 
a voice close to the engine calling them to get 
off. The voice was one of command, and as 
they peered over the side of the cab it was to 
look down the barrel of a Winchester rifle firmly 
held against the shoulder of a man. The men 
on the engine did not know whether he was 
@runk or crazy, but they were satisfied it was 
no time to parley. 

The man with the rifle stepped up between 
the engine and the first car, pulled out the 
coupling pin, and jumped into the cab, holding 
the rifle in one hana while with the other he 
pulled wide the lever, and quick as lightning 
sprang to the ground, The engine pulled from 
the train with a full head of steam and tlew 
down the track toward Brunswick like a ean- 
non ball shot down hill. The telegraph operater 
was in the office and flashe’ the news over the 
wire to ses that the track was clear. The wild 
engine sped its way onward until, for want of 
fuel, it stopped, 10 miles away. The man who 
did this is a well-known citizen named L. C. 
Smith, who was at once put in jail to await trial 
fer his offense.

THE AGREEMENT OF A LAWYER AND 
A LUNATIC’S NEPHEW. 


Chief-Justice Larremors and a jury, in 
the Court of Common Pleas, yesterday listened 
to evidence that boro very heavily on the char- 
acter of Robert Greenthal, a lawyer. The suit 
was brought against Greonthal by Samuel J. 
Blank, committee of the person and estate of 
James McNeill, who is insane and in the olty 
asylum, to recover $2,779 65, and the jury, after 
being out ene minute, came back with a verdict 
for the full amount, 

James McNeill is abont 70 years old and owns 
the house at 546 Eleventh-avenue, from which 
he derived $1,100 rent per year until he was de- 
clared insane in 1886. From the evidence 
brought up and by Greenthal’s own defense it 
seemed clear that he and McNeill’s nephew, 
Oliver Aljison, had conspired to get away all 
the small property of Mr. McNeill, Greentbal 
set up as adefense the following agreemevt, 
signed by him and Allison, which was aeclared 
invalid by Chief-Justice Larremore: 

** It is hereby stipulated and agreed between Rob- 
ert Greenthal, attorney at law. and Oliver AljJison, 
that in consideration of the services rendered in the 
matter of James McNeill, a lunatic, the said Robert 
Greenthal is to receive out of the estate one-third of 
everything that may be realizedin the matter, but 
the actual disbursements, to be made by the said 
Greenthal and to be deducted from the entire 
estate, and the said Oliver Allison to receive two- 
thirds of the estate.” 

Greenthal began the proceedings to have Mo- 
Neill aajudged a lunatic. McNeill’s nephew, 
Oliver Allison, was appointed committees of his 
person and estate March 10, 1887, and gavo 
bonds for $6,000, though the bondsmen appear 
never to have been found. There were two 
mortgayes on McNeill’s house, one for $3,500. 
and one for $1,000. On June 21, 1887, the in- 
tereston them amounted to $210, and up to 
that date $549 had been collected frem rents by 
Allison. The Jefferson Fire Insuranee Com- 
pany then foreclosed the mortgages, and the 
property brought $10,000. After everything 
was settied over $4,000 was left for Allison and 
Greapthael, 

Much to the discomfiture of thease financiers, 
John MoN¢oili,a brotaer of James, living in 
Michigan, appeared on the scene and learned 
with surprise of his brother’s insanity. Alison 
had not taken the trouble to inform the other 
members of the family of the matter. John Me- 
Neill had Allison removed and Mr. Blank appoint- 
ed to look after his brother’s affairs, and stirred 
around in auch an investigating fashion that 
Allison suddenly started for Washington. He 
was followed, arrested, and is now in the 
Tombs, indicted, and awaiting trial fer his 
sharein the fraud. Having caged him, Mr. 
Blank proceeded against Greenthal, who he 
considered had just’ as disgraceful a share in 
the matter. 


TWO COANE 


RUSHES, 


COLUMBIA COLLEGE STUDENTS CELE- 
BRATING THE END OF THE YEAR. 

The lower classes of the academic and 
scientific departments of Columbia College cei- 
ebrated their release from studies for the 
present year yesterday by cane rushes on the 
campus. The first occurred between the Fresh- 
man and Sophomore classes of the School of 
Arts. While the Sophomores wero engaged in 
recitation, between 12 and 1 o’clock, the Fresh- 
men, who had no lectures, assembled at the 
gate opening to the campus. Across thisa 
rope was stretched three or four times to act as

LODGED IN THE TOMBS IN DEFAULT O} 
$40,000 Barr. 


Charles I. De Baun, who ran away t 
Canada after robbing the National Park Bank 


of which he was Acting Cashier, of $95,000, ar 
rived back in this city yesterday in charge oi 
Detectives Sheldon and Heard, who brought! 
him from Sherbrooke, Canada. His crime be 
came public May 1, and he was then across the 
border. He was arrested near Quebec Aug. 29, 
and since then there has been a series of litiga 
tions at Sherbrooke, which finally resulted in 


his surrender to this country. He looxed ratner 
broken up, but seemed tu take his misfortune 
stolidly, and declined to talk to reporters _ 

De Baun was taken into Judge Martine’s court, 
just before it adjourned, by Inspector Byrnes 
aud Detective Sheldon. Gen. B F. Tracy and 
A. E. Lamb, his lawyers, went with him. Dis- 
trict Attorney Fellows explained that De Baun 
had been extradited from Canada on two 
charges of forgery in the second degrees, and he 
moved to have bail fixed in the case. Gen. 
Tracy then asked that bail be fixed at a moder- 
ate rate, because those who would ge upon his 
bond as security would not be indemnified, and 
their confidence in De Baun was all they would 
have to protect them. He said tbat the tech- 
nival amount embezzled, as charged in the com- 
plaint, was $3, 

Mr. Fellows said that the total amount 
embezzled was over $90,000, and that the 
$3,000 was simply one item. He wanted to 
know what Gen. Tragy’s 1dea of moderate bail 
was, and the latter asked thatit be fixed at 
$15,000.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, light snow, followed by 
Jair, decidedly colder weather. 


The bill for the incorporation of the 
Nicaragua Canal Company has at last been 
put in a position in the House which gives 
ita fair prospect for passage at the present 
session. A number of amendments have 
been adopted in the Committee of the 
Whole, and the bill is likely to go intoa 
conference between the two houses, but 
there is every prospect of a final agreement. 
The opposition to this measure has been 
very aggressive and not very patriotic. It 
has been led by the least reputable mem- 
bers of the House, and is epen to the sus- 
picion of being instigated by private inter- 
ests hostile to the opening of a waterway 
across the isthmus. It may serve to ex- 
plain in some measure the utility of the or- 
ganization maintained in this country at 
large expense in the interest of DE LEs- 
SEPS’S Panama scheme. Some of it may 
bave had its origin with those interested in 
the Eads Tehuantepec project, andit is well 
known that the transcontinental railroads 
did not regard the prospect of rivalry by 
way of the isthmus with entire unconcern. 
A combination of these interests seems to 
have been able to find expression for its 
hostility to the Nicaragua enterprise in the 
House of Representatives. It is certain 
that the opposition did not represent the 
‘wishes or the interests of the people of this 
country. 

















Our Indianapolis correspondent has trans- 
mitted a remark of Col. Quay to the effect 
that that political strategist was satisfied 
that President HARRISON would ‘“‘ make the 
Southern question prominent and would 
settle it so that justice would be done to 
the colored people.” Is it not about time 
that this foolish talk should be abandoned 
by everybody and particularly by a ‘‘ Napo- 
Jeon ?” The Republican Party had com- 
plete possession of the Government, in all 
its branches, for nearly twenty years after 
the war. During all that period it “made 
the Southern question prominent” with 
the result, according. to Republican 
testimony, that the colored people 
were as badly off at the end of 
Republican rule as at the beginning. The 
party tried every expedient, from military 
governments to returning boards, and 
found all of them futile. Public opinion 
will not now permit a recurrence to these 
methods. It is virtually made up upon the 
point that the South must be permitted to 
settle its local affairs in its own way. The 
next Republican President will show good 
sense if he does not make the Southern 
question any more prominent than the 
Western question or the New-England 
question. 








Atthe Immigration Committee’s session 
in Pittsburg yesterday testimony was 
taken concerning the shipment of paupers, 
lunatics, and criminals to this country. 
Officers connected with local charitable in- 
stitutions declared that those institutions 

were so crowded, on account of the admis 
sion of persons who ought not to have been 
permitied to enter the country. that there 








mean 





was not room in them for all of those who 
were lawfully entitled to care and support. 
But the State and the city of New-York 
have more cause for complaint about the 
admission of paupers and lunatics than 
Pittsburg or any other inland city can 
have, for it is the charitable institutions of 
this State on which the greater part of the 
burden falls. The” reports of our ‘State 
Board of Charities have for several 
years directed attention to the additional 
tax imposed on the people of this State by 
reason of the failure to enforce the immi- 
gration laws. An officer of the Pittsburg 
Department of Charity testified that he had 
seen immigrants ‘“‘with bands of a foreign 
workhouse ticketed to different sections of 
the country.” “The reports of our State 
board show that paupers are even sent by 
way of Canada to this country with 
through tickets to cities in this State. In 
suggesting new laws or amendments to the 
present law the committee will undoubt- 
edly give due consideration to this branch 
of the subject, concerning which it is mak- 
ing so thorough an inquiry. 








The Commissioners for the revision of the 
excise laws, being unable to agree upon any 
plan for allowing a restricted sale of liquor 
on Sunday. have concluded to drop the mat- 
ter and leave the law as it is upon that 
point. Itis quite probable that any relax- 
ation of Sunday prohibition would fail to 
receive the approval of the Legislature, 
and it is equally probable that, so far as 
this city is concerned at least, there will 
continue to be a failure to enforce the pres- 
ent restriction. It is easy to say that the 
law can be enforced if the authorities and 
courts .will do their whole duty, but 
where is the effective public senti- 
ment that is to impel them to do it? 
Dr. Crosnpy professes to believe that it 
exists, but experience at least indicates 
the contrary. If it does exist, we would 
like to see Dr. CrosBy and those who agree 
with him set it at work for the production 
of practical results. The experience of two 
or three weeks a year ago last Winter, when 
an effort was made for the very purpose of 
promoting a demand for a change in the 
law, does not indicate anything, for the 
motive then was not to secure a permanent 
enforcement of the law, but to induce the 
Legislature to change it, and the liquor 
dealers themselves joined in the effort. 














Whatever disturbances on the line of the 
Panama Canal may result from the financial 
troubles of the company, our Government 
will not be without a force there to look 
after the lives and property of our citizens. 
At the Jast accounts the Trenton, Capt. N. 
H. FARQUHAR, one of the largest and best of 
the old fleet, and now the flagship of Rear- 
Admiral L. A. KIMBERLEY, commanding 
the Pacific station, was at Panama. It was 
thought to be not improbable that the Ad- 
miral would thence proceed south along 
the coast to Coquimbo, Valparaiso, and Tal- 
cahuana; but no time had been set for the 
departure of the Trenion on such a voyage 
and prompt orders might detain her at the 
isthmus. ‘The Dolphin also at last accounts 
was at Panama, and after getting her new 
officers and men was to proceed to China 
and Japan. Dispatches sent at once might 
be able to keep her there. But should both 
these vessels be gone, or should it be desir- 
able to have them go, probably the Galena 
or the Yantic could be spared from Hayti, 
especially if the Haytian Republicjsreleased ; 
and there are one or two other vessels in 
North Atlantic waters that have been late- 
ly repaired or fitted for service that could 
be sent to Aspinwall. 








NATIONAL ELECTION LAWS. 

Mr. Houtman of Indiana has introduced 
in the House of Representatives a bill in- 
tended to prevent an improper use of 
money in elections over which Congress 
has jurisdiction. ‘The first section makes it 
unlawful for any person to receive money 
to be expended “in any national or Con- 
gressional election, or in any political can- 
vass immediately preceding the same”; and 
the second section forbids any person to 
contribute money to.be employed *‘ in any 
election for Electors of President and Vice- 
President or for Representatives or Dele- 
gates in the Congress of the United States,” 
&c. Strictly speaking, there are no na- 
tional elections in this country. Senators 
and Representatives in Congress represent 
the States. The former are chosen by the 
Legislatures and the latter by the people 
of the States, and the Constitution de- 
clares that the State Legislatures shall 
prescribe the times, places, and manner of 
holding the: elections. They are State 
elections, though the power was wisely re- 
served to Congress to make or alter the 
regulations under which they are held, and 
to some extent that power has been exer- 
cised. Thechoice of Presidential Electors 
is very distinctly made a State and not a 
national matter. ‘“‘Each State shall ap- 
point, in such manner as the Legislature 
thereof may direct, anumber of Electors,” 
&c.,.and the only power reserved to Con- 
gress in regard to them is that of determin- 
ing “ the time of choosing the Electors and 
the day on which they shall give their 
votes.” What we call a Presidential elec- 
tion is distinctly an election by States, con- 
ducted under their own laws, and in no 
constitutional or legal sense a national 
election. It is not subject to regulation by 
Congress except as to the time of holding it. 

But supposing Mr. HOLMAN’s proposed 
law came within the jurisdiction of Con- 
gress, and it were advisable to exercise the 
power which it assumes, it would be utterly 
futile. After forbidding the giving or re- 
ceiving of money to be used in promoting 
the election or defeat of any candidate the 
bill declares that the prohibition shall not 
beconstrued to apply to any money received 
and expended in good faith under the laws 
of any State or Territory for the necessary 
expenses of any election, or to money so 
received and expended for the printing of 
tickets orin the publication of any news- 


paper or other publication or for the dis- 


tribution thereof. As there is no restric- 
tion upon the amount of such contributions 
and expenditures, and no requirement that 
any account of them shall be given, this 
gives the whole case away. Under sucha 
law all the contributions and expenditures 


‘mow in vozue would be possible. and the | 


penalties provided wontta be easily evaded. 
The law Would be still-born. There are 
additional sections against ‘bribery, but 
they are no more stringent than those which 
now exist in most States, and they would 
be far more difficult to enforce. 

If Congressional elections stood alone 
such a law as that proposed would accom- 
plish nothing, but in point of fact they are 
held simultaneously with State elections, 
over which Congress has no jurisdiction 
whatever, and the ‘canvass immediately 
preceding the same” is part and parcel of 
a State canvass. Contributions and expend- 
itures for one purpose in such a canvass 
and election could not be separated from 
those for another purpose and proved as a 
violation .of the national statute. They 
could be so mingled and confused as 
to make provisions applying to the 

election of Congressmen alone altogether 

nugatery and they would ke so mingled 
if there was any object to be gained by it. 
The fact that elections for Congressmen, 
Presidential Electors, and State and local 
ofticers are, or may be, held at the same 
time, with a common canvass for all, makes 
it expedient that they should all be dealt 
with by State authority and under State 
laws, except in so far as special circum- 
stances may make it advisable for Congress 
to exercise its power to prescribe or modify 
regulations relating to the choice of Sen- 
ators and Representatives. That power and 
its use on proper occasion and for proper 
purposes does not prevent the election for 
Senators and Representatives from being 
in fact State elections and subject to the 
election laws of the several States. 

Aside from the difficulty of dealing with 
Congressional elections by themselves, the 
assumption that legislation by Congress 
for their regulation will be more effective 
than that by States is not well founded. 
The people of each State regard the choice 
of Senators by its Legislatureand the choice 
of Representatives by a popular vote as 
distinctly their own business and not that 
of other States, and it was intended by the 
Constitution that it should be so regarded. 
The people of the State have a direct inter- 
estin the matter, and are more likely to 
secure effective legislation ‘and its strict 
enforcement through their own authorities 
than are the people of the United States act- 
ing for all the States through Congress and 
the Federalcourts. ‘The remedy for existing 
election evils cun be much better applied 
by the States, because it can be applied at 
once and by the same means to all the elec- 
tions in which their people engage. The 
true remedy is one which the Nation cannot 
apply at all in away to be effective. The 
one thing needed ‘is such an addition to 
State election laws as shall secure secrecy 
of the ballot, limit election expenses, and 
require a strict account of them to be 
given. Nothing toserve the same purpose 
can be done by Congress, and it had much 
better let the regulation of elections and 
electoral canvasses alone. The movement 
for reform has begun. Let it succeed in one 
State and it will soon be followed up in 
others, and meddling by Congress will only 
embarrass and confuse the whole business. 











THE COPYRIGHT BILL. 


The House of Representatives that has 
‘now but little more than two months of 
its term left, will leave behind it a reputa- 
tion of which the men who have controlled 
its action have reason to be proud. Before 
many years it will be looked back upon as 
the body that began the work of unshack- 
ling American labor and American enter- 
prise, a work that cannot now stop until it 
is completed. In one respect, and in one 
alone, the Senate at present can be con- 
trasted with it to advantage. The Senate 
has passed the International Copyright bill, 
which is still pending in the House. The 
House is severely to be blamed for this, 
When the bill was transmitted to the 
House the great debate on the reform of 
the tariff had reached a stage that neces- 
sarily put aside all other measures, how- 
ever meritorious or important in them- 
selves. j 

At the present session, however, there 
is nothing more pressing than the necessity 
of passing the International Copyright 
bill. As our readers know, we by no means 
coasider it a model measure. It is compli- 
cated and confused by the necessity of 
harmonizing all manner of “ claims” with 
which such ameasure has nothing to do. 
A simple measure, declaring that the United 
States does not regard the industry of writ- 
ing books as beyond the scope of the Eighth 
Commandment, and pioviding appropriate 
legislation for the enforcement of that dec- 
laration, would have been much preferable. 
But as a matter of fact, all the industries 
that either are, or consider themselves to 
be, entitled to consideration in such a case 
have been united in support of the 
Chace bill. Without this union the bill 
could not have passed the Senate, and its 
promoters deserve credit for the sacrifices 
they made in the bill as wellas for what 
they retained. For the most important 
point of any measure of international copy- 
right is the establishment of the principle 
taoat a man is entitled to the product of his 


ciple would make the passage of the Chace 
billa public duty even if it were practical- 
‘ly less promising than it is. 

While everybody who has any interest 
that he dares avow in the subject is in 
favor of the bill, the opposition to it is of 
such a nature that its opponents do not 
care to be known. So faras can be ascer- 
tained they consist of the London pub- 
lishers, who have endeavored to induce the 
British Government to take sides against 
the bill; the English printers, a part of 
whose employment is threatened by the 
provision thatthe typesetting of copyright 
books shall be done in this country, and 
the men who make their living by selling 
here the electrotypes of foreign books, 
which are also excluded from our market 
by the Chace bill. Evidently nono of these 
interestsisof a kind which Congress is 
under either any obligation or any tempta- 
tion to promote at the expense of the rights 
of American authors, who ultimately per- 
haps have even a greater stake in the enact- 
ment of a measure of international copy- 
right than the foreign authors. By con- 
cealing their identities and their interests,

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strongest way that the publication of the 
one and the avowal of the other would not 
help them to attain their object. 

The fear that the enactment of the law 
would make books dear in this country 
and would even foster the growth of a 
“book trust” is so vague and so entirely 
baseless that it is impossible to argue with 
it. The form and style of a printed book 
must be made to suit the market, and the 
notion that three-volume novels of the Lon- 
don pattern can be profitably published 
here can proceed from nothing more re- 
spectable than hopeless ignorance, while 
the expression ‘‘a book trust” doés not cor- 
respond to any notion whatsoever. The 
business of publishing booksis in its nature 
highly speculative. The shrewdest and 
most experienced publighers cannot always 
accurately foretell whether a book by an 
unknown author. will be highly popular or 
whether it will fail to pay the expenses 
of publication. Nevertheless, individual 
shrewdness and experience count for 
everything in the publishing trade. 
The expectation that under any con- 
ceivable circumstances competition can be 
suppressed in such a business, as in a busi- 
ness of which the product is a staple article 
the demand for which is known before- 
hand, is merely absurd. Nor would the 
passage of the Copyright bill alter the con- 
ditions of this competition except by secur- 
ing an honest merchant against the com- 
petition of a receiver of stolen goods. In 
the interest of American not less than of 
foreign authors, and especially for the 
honor of the United States, it is to be 
hoped that the House will complete its own 
creditable record by passing the Copyright 
bill without delay, and thus undoubtedly 
securing its enactment. 











TO ENCOURAGE COMBINATIONS. 

Among the paragraphs in the Senate 
Tariff bill concerning which very little was 
said in the recent debate is the one relating 
to the duty on steel rails. The duty now 
is $17 a ton; the Senate bill would make it 
$15 68. 

The North Chicago Rolling Mills took a 
contract a few days ago to make 17,000 
tons of steel rails for the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company at $27 aton. This con- 
tract was transferred to the Chicago manu- 
facturers from+ Mr. CARNEGIE’S works. 
For some months the price of domestic rails 
has ranged from $26 50 to $29. How large 
a duty is required for the protection of 
railmakers at current prices? According 
to late reports the price of English rails at 
the factory is about $19. These rails 
cannot be delivered at our Atlantic 
ports for less than § andthe 
duty would raise the cost to $39. The 
Railread Gazetie of the 14th inst. reported 
that orders had recently been placed in the 
East for domestic railsat $27 50, and that 
Pittsburg quotations were $26 50, It ap- 
pears, then, that a duty of $7 a ton would 
afford ample protection for Eastern mills at 
current prices, for it would be prohibitory. 
The Chicago mills have natural protection 
in transportation charges from the Atlantic 
seaboard, and a duty of $4 or $5 a ton 
would forbid foreign competition so far as 
their product is concerned. 

But the Senate bill would make the duty 
$15 68, while the duty of $11 proposed in 
the Mills bill would permit the manu- 
facturers to add at least $5 aton to the 
prices now asked. Itis not probable that 
the price of foreign rails will go lower, for 
the foreign manufacturers are trying to 
raise it by agreement. A duty so high as 
$15 68 is not needed for protection, as we 
have shown. Why, then, is it proposed 
and supported by the Republicans of the 
Senate ? 

There can be only one answer. It is pro- 
posed in order that the domestic manufact- 
urers may be able to raise prices by com- 
bination, as they did raise them last year. 
If the duty should be $15 68, a combina- 
tion could safely exact from the people, 
through the agency of the railroad com- 
panies, even $37 a ton, or $10 a ton more 
than the ruling price at present. Last year 
by combination the price was put up to 
$40. For some time the price has been 
permitted to be low. Experience teaches 
that it could easily be raised again, if the 
tariff issue should be laid aside. The ad- 
ditions that could be made by ring agree- 
ment would speedily repay the manufact- 
urers for their liberal contributions to 
Chairman Quay’s treasury in the recent 
campaign. For these reasons the Senate 
committee would fix the duty at $15 68, 
when half that rate would be sufficient for 
prohibitory protection. 
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THE CREEDMOOR RANGE. 


The question of the future of the rifle 
range at Creedmoor has been revived by a 
recent discussion among the managers of the 
National Rifle Association upon the bill 
prepared by them for turning over their 
property to the State. This measure was 
presented to the last Legislature, and it 
will go before the next one in a somewhat 
modified form. The main purpose, however, 
as before, is to transfer the range and its 
fixtures to the State with the simple pur- 
pose of continuing the practice and the 
competitions, and of enabling Creedmoor 
to do its work better than it can if de- 
pendent on the resources of private or cor- 
porate ownership. 

The situation, so far as can be judged 
from the earnest discussion of the measure 
at the recent meeting of the National Rifle 
Association, is one that compels some 
change in the ownership of the range. The 
expiration of leases and the necessity for 
acquiring additional grounds in order to 
give room for ample and safe practice 
originally caused the present plan to be 
mooted. Some conflict also had come up 
between rifle-practice interests and ether 
interests, recalling a similar contest on a 
larger scale going on at Wimbledon, and 
there were even claims for damages through 
injuries said to have resulted from the 
shooting at Creedmoor. Above all, the Na- 
tional Ritle Association did not feel itself 
able to undertake the new outlay that 
would be required for making the range 
whatit ought to be. Its surplus expenses 
had for years been met by private subscrip- 
tion of public-spirited citizens, and some 
other plan was necessary for the future. 

On the other hand, it is obviously for the 





: 


interest of the State of New-York tv 
maintain that range for the practice of its 
own National Guard. By far the larger part 
of the organized militia of the State is con- 
centrated within a short distance of Creed- 
moor, in the cities of New-York and Brook- 
lyn. It is also the scene of the national 
Fall prize meeting, at which the militia of 
this State compete with the crack marks- 
men of other States. It has a world-wide 
reputation, which appeals tolocal and State 
pride, but particularly it isof the greatest 
current value to the National Guard. 
Through the available season, from Spring 
to late Autumn, the range is used day after 
day for the prescribed rifle practice and for 
extra training. To know what Creedmoor 
has done and is doing for the efficiency of 
the State troops it is only necessary to com- 
pare their firing ability before it was 
started with their average skili in marks- 
manship to-day. Until Creedmoor was es- 
tablished, rifle practice, which now forms 
one of the chief elements in the education 
of the citizen soldier, was in its modern 
form almost utterly unknown. Very rarely 
did the soldier discharge his piece at all, 
and the few occasions when this was done 
could hardly be said to have made him 
properly familiar with his weapon. 

To show theextent to whichCreedmoor has 
been made toserve the purposes of the State 
National Guard, it is only necessary to say 
that one of the chief grounds of criticism 
brought out at the late meeting was that 
Creedmoor had been turned almost exelu- 
sively into a military range. There was a 
good deal of truth in this assertion. But, 
after all, that is the chief ground of the 
public interest in it: It is because Creed- 
moor has proved a most valuable appliance 
for the use of the militia that the Legislat- 
ure may properly feel a concern in the con- 
tinuation and improvement of its work. 
No doubt its chief renown has been won in 
international contests with non-military 
rifles, and under conditions not military, 
but by far the greater part of its regular, 
daily work has been exclusively done by 
National Guardsmen of the .State. 
not be difficult hereafter to provide conven- 
iences for shooting with fine rifles and for 
other work appropriate to such a range, but 
the present need for the State evidently 1s to 
make sure that the range will be continued 
and improved, and it receives at the outset 
the concession of the “plant” established 
by the National Rifle Association at its own 
expense. 








The bail players who are now exhibiting 
the beauties of our national game on the 
other side of the globe appear to have been 
welcomed as heartily and treated as well 
at Sydney as they had already been at Hon- 
olulu.

ANOTHER STAGE OF A PROTRACTED CON- 
TROVERSY. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 21.—In the Supreme 
Court in Equity this. morning, before Judge 
Field, the hearing on the demurrer in the well- 
known case of the Board of Visitors against the 
Trustees of Phillips Academy, Andover, was 
begun. This billin equity was brought setting 
forth the whole controversy with Prof. Smythe, 
and prays the court to instruct and inform the, 
plaintiff-what authority and jurisdiction, if any 
the visitors have over the defendants, Smythe, 
Churchill, and the Professors, or any of them; 
whether the proceedings of the visitors and 
their decree are void, or whether by reason of 
them the plaintiffs ought to refrain from pay- 
ing the defendants, who are Professors, the in- 
come of the fund appertaining to the Professor- 


ships in which they bave been severally in- 
dicted, and whether it ought to refuse the said 
defendants leave to teachin their several and 
respective Professorships. 

The controversy arose, as is well kuewn, out 
of certain articles in the Review written by 
Smythe, by which he was deposed from his 
ottice for advocating therein certain beliefs and 
tor teaching doctrines and theories which are 
not in harmony with the wsonstitution of the 
seminary and the intention of its founders. The 
case came up to-day upon demurrer, and it 
occupied the eptire day, the whole discussion 
being whether certain matters are not already 
fully covered by the case in appeal now before 
the full bench so that they should not be gone 
into. Judge Field took the matter under censid- 
eration and will give his decision at a later 
date. 





TRE PANAMA OANAL FRAUD. 
“The Panama Canal as it is’ was the 
subject of an illustrated lecture delivered at 


- Chickering Hall last night ty Dr. Wolfred Nel- 


son. For the past five years Dr. Nelson has 
practiced his profession at the city of Panama 
and althoughin no way connected with the 
canal enterprise he has made a careful stuay of 
the subject, and last night’s lecture was ina 
degree the result of his investigations. He 
characterized the whole «scheme of building a 
canal across the isthmus of Panama as an engi- 
neering and financial impossibility. 

Owing to the frequent earthquakes and al- 
most yearly floods, even if the canal was com- 
pleted it would be impossible to keepit open, 
tor the river Chagres crosses the line of the 
canal 36 times in its 42 miles, and during the 
rainy season the valley of the river is often en- 
tirely under water. The canal has been partly 
completed for a distance of 18 miles from Colon. 

Since 1884, said the doctor, de Lesseps has 
known that the scheme was an impossibility. 
The reckless extravagance which has been 
shown in the work is almost incapable of be- 
lief. Some $40,000,000 has been invested in 
machinery, most of whion ia at present of no 
use. The American ergineers and machines 
should be given the credit for the little which 
has been accomplished. 

Dr. Nelsou expressed himself as strongly in 
favor of the Nicaragua Canal, which he said, 
eould be constructed in five years for about 
$65,000,000. 





NEW DOCK COMMISSIONER. 

Charles A. Silliman was appointed a Dock 
Commissioner by Mayor Hewitt yesterday. He 
is toserve the remainirg four months of the 
term of Commissioner L. J. N. Stark, who died 
about six weeks ago. Mr, Silliman was cowm- 
mended tothe Mayor by John P. Townsend, 
President of the Maritime Exchange; Alexander 
E. Orr and J. Hobart Herrick, President and ex- 
President respectively of the Produce Ex- 
change, and other business men. He is a mem- 
ber of the Silliman family of Connecticut. He 
was born in Troy, but has lived here most of his 
life, and was educated at Columbia College, 
from which he waa graduated in 1850. He be- 
came engaged in the forwarding and transpor- 
tation business with his father. While so en- 

aged he attended the Columbia Law School. 
fis degree was given himin 1860, but he has 
practiced law but little, devoting himself to 
commercial business, in which a knowledge of 
the law is of advantage. He 1s well acquainted 
with the needs of commerce on the river front.

AMUSEMENTS. 


THE BROOKLYN PHILHARMONIC. 


The second public rehearsal of the Brook- 
lyn Philharmonic Society took Place in the 
Preokiyn Academy of Music yesterday after- 
noon. The audience was considerably larger 
than that which attended the first rehearsal, 
aud by its attention manifested a commendable 
amotnt of interest in the proceedings. Tho 
programme was somewhat too long for an 
afternoon performance beginning at 3 o’clock, 


but this will not be so detrimental to the com- 
fort of visitors at this evening’s coneert. The 
soloists yester:tay wore Emil Fiseher, the basso 
of the German vpera, and Max Bendix, first 
violin of the Thomas orchestra. Herr Fischer, 
we fear, is working somewhat too hard. His 
sonorous bass voice will stand a great deal, but 
some of its tones sounded a littis mufiiea yea- 
terday. Moreover, he has nothing to gain by 
singing such music as the aria from “ Jean ae 
Paris,” which was his first number. The bass 
voice dues not lend itself reauily to fiorituri, 
and however excellent the singer’s method, the 
evidences of labor and weighty resistance 
always destroy theeflect of the music, Herr 
Fischer's musicianly feeling anid broad 
style were displayed to much better advantage 
in ** Am Meer” and * Der Doppelginger.” 

Mr. Bendix performed Molique’s unfamiltar 
Violin concerto in A minor. Bernard Molique, 
though a celebrated violinist who died in 
1869, is practically unknown im this country. 
Violigists here have failen into the way 
of playing over and over again a thread- 


bare répertoire of compositions by Vieuxtemps, 


Sarasate, Leonard, and Wieniawski, together 
with occasional performances of the Mendels- 
sohn concerto. it was, therefore, acommendable 
movement on the part of Mr. Bendix to revive 
one of Mdlique’s tive concertos. The composer 
Was especially skillful in stopping, but his bow- 
ing was deficient in breadth. His style was 
extremely quiet. Asa composer, however, his 
place among modern writers for the violin is a 
good one. He was aclose student of Spohr, and 
the influence of that writer 1s discernible in his 
works. But his compositions, particularly the 
tirst two movements of the third concerto in D 
minor and the fiftn im A minor, are full of merit. 
The main subjects have dignity and pathos, the 
forim is perspicuous and symmetrieal, the elab- 
oration and instrumentation ingenious and ef- 
fective. The principal defects of these works 18 
their length and theirredundancy of old-fash- 
jioned and difficult ornamentation. 

Mr. Bendix, taking into consideration the flight 
of time, omitted the first movement of his 
selection, playing only the andante and the 
rondo. His performance of the andante was 
marked by the vocal quality of his tone, the ac- 
curacy of his intonation, the fluency of his style, 
and a careful .attention to the details of light 
and shade. His reading of the movemont was 
excellent in its thoughtfulness and sentiment. 
His playing of the rondo was animated and gen- 
erally correct in intopation, but was deficient in 
briliancy. On the whole,it was one of the most 
agreeable pleces of work this studious violinist 
has given us, and was deserving of the warm 
applause which it received. The orchestra per- 
formed Beethoven’s second symphony—given 
with the vignity, repose, and intelligence whien 
Mr. Thomas, above all other conductors in this 
country, imparts to his interpretations of 
Beethoven—Dvyorak’s masterly symphonic va- 
riations, opus 78, and Liszt’s symphonic poem, 
“Mazeppa.” The same programme will be re- 
peated at the concert this evening. : 


METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

The most unsatisfactory performance of 
Wagner’s noble music drama, “ Siegfried,” ever 
given at the Metropolitan Opera House was 
hat of last evening. Herr Alvary was the 
hero, as heretofore, but his voice showed signs 
of wear, and before the evening was over he 
sang with considerable effort and a poor quality 
of tone. In the earlier scenes his work was 
better, end he invested the forging of the 
sword with splendid spirit. His concep- 


tion of the rdle has been discussed in 
this place and commended. He acted 
last evening with his former excellence of judg- 
ment. Herr Fischer appeared again as the 
Inclancholy Wotan. This tine basso was in 
wretched voice, and in the third act lds hoarse- 
ness was painful. He sang and acted the part, 
however, as he always has done, with superb 
dignity and a noble breadth of vocal style. The 
remaining members of the cast were heard for 
the first time here in their respective roles, and 
with the exception of Herr Beck, who 
sang the music of Alberich with tine 
tone and good judgment, they were 
grievously disappuinting! Herr Sedlmayer is 
wholly incompetent to assume’ such a réle as 
that of Mime, whichis worthy of an artist of 
high ability. He hasno voiee at all, and of 
course his vocal shortcomings were all the more 
apparent in thisimmenssly difficultmusic. His 
acting was weak and void of subtlety. It is 
almost superfluous to say that Hedwig Rel 
Was exceedingly bad as Erda. She has 
not been worthy of praise in any role 
yet assigned to her except that of the First 
Lady in the “ Huguevots,” which abeut fills 
her measure. [Frau Moran-OJden, as Brunn- 
hilde, when she aweke from her long sleep and 
saluted the sun, presented one of the most 
ridiculous pictures ever seen on the New-York 
stage. If she had deliberately enteavored to 
burlesque one of the most sublimely beautiful 
scenes ever written, she could have coneeived 
nothing more effective than her puse. After 
that she heaped up the measure of her offenses 
by singing persistently out of tune, with poor 
attack, a forced veies preduction, and no great 
taste in phrasing. It 1s some comfort te note 
that the orchestra discharged its duties ad- 
mirably, and that Herr Seidl conducted in a 
manner worthy of the warmest praise. 
But he cannot conduct the art of 
song into people who have not already 
learned it, nor can he be expected to manage 
the stage and see that the erratic genius in 
charge ot the gas attends to his business. If 
we are to have the grand music dramas of Waz- 
ner let us have them done adequately. Such 
performances as that of last evening sre the 
worst opposition to the progress of Wagner's 
theories in this country. The public applauded 
it veciferously, but public aplause is a sadiy de- 
ceptive standard of merit,

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PARDONED BY THE PRESIDENT

ONE OF THE WRECKERS OF THE FIDEL- 
ITY BANK NEAR DEATH’S DOOR. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The President to- 
day returned tothe Attorney-General the papers 
in relation to the application for the pardon of 
Benjamin Wopkins of Ohio, under sentence for 
embezzling and misapplying the funds of the 
Fidelity National Bank of Cincinnati, with the 
following indorsement: “The condition 
of this convict’s health is such, as 
appears from an examination which I 
have set on foot, that the question 
is presented whether he shall die in prison or at 


home. On this presentation I am wiliing that 
be shall spend his few remaining days among 
his friends, regardlass of any other considera- 
tion coonected with the case. And on this 
ground alone bis pardon 1s grauted.” 


CINCINNATI, Dee. 21.—A dispatch from 
Washington states that the President has par- 
doned Benjamin E. Hopkins, who is in the Co- 
lumbus Penitentiary under aun eight years’ sen- 
tence for complicity in the misappropriation ot 
tho funds of the Fidelity Nationa: Bank of this 
city. Hupkins was Assistant Cashier of the 
Fidelity Bank, and, as the evidence showed, was 
the chief reliance of the Vice-President, E. L. 
Harper, who organized the Chicago wheat 
deal of June, 1887, and wrecked the bank in an 
unsuccessful efvurt te waintain the market. 
Harper recelved a maximum sentence, 10 years 
at hard labor in the penitentiary. Within a 
week he has become insane. Hopkins was 
£iven an eight years’ sentence. He has been in 
the penitentiary about eight months. He was 
quite ill when tried, and sentence was deferred 
fora number of weeks to give him ar op- 
portunity to recruit. After going to the peni- 
tentiary he became worse, and has been in the 
hospital evér since he was incarcerated. His 
worst physical trouble is dropsy. After several 
operations he was able to walk afew steps, 
but soon took to his bed again. 

Efforts have been made to secure his pardon 
ever since he wus couvicted. The President re- 
fused to cenusider the applieation until a fort- 
hight ago, when 't was again brought te his at- 
tention by Congressman Butterworth. Mr. 
Butterworth told the President that Hopkins’s 
ceath was a question of only a few wecks, and 
it could be construed only as a humane act to 
permit him to die at home. The President 
replied that if certificates trom the prison offi- 
cials to the effeet ihat Hopkins’s death was im- 
minent were filed with bim he would grant a 
pardon. Such certificates were procured. In 
acting upon the case the President refers to 
Hopkins as “this convict,” and states distinctiy 
thatthe only reason for granting a pardon is 
the probability that the prisoner can live but a 
very short time. 

Hopkins has been an officer of differont Cih- 
cinnati banks for 20 years and was widely 
Known. He was connected with Harper in w 
wheat deal a number of years ago, which, hadit 
not succeeded, would have wrecked the Third 
National Bank, of which they were 
both officers. Until that time he 
enjoyed an excellent name. A year or two later 


| he became Executor of the Matthew Coates es- 


tate, converted allits securities into cash, and 
lost it in speculation in mining stocks. A son 
of his received the letter from the young foruer, 
Charies A. Tinkler, from London, whieh fell 
into the hands of the detectives, and resulted in 
Tinkler’s recent arrest.

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THE OPIUM SMUGGLING. 
seaapanceenieaeae ted 

QUANTITIES SMUGGLED FROM 

BRITISH COLUMBIA, 

CHICAGO, Dec. 21.—There is an interest- 
ing story told of Capt. Durant, the head of the 
opium-smuggling gang, concerning his escape 
from the customs officers at Sand Beach, Mich., 
a week ago. Four detectives waylaid him in 
the woods at night, took him at a great disad- 
vantage, and did their best to end his life 
by standing 10 feet away and firing 2C 
shots at him in rapid succession, but he escaped. 
Every one around Sarnia knows him to be one 
of the most daring smugglers who ever ex- 
changed shots with Custom House officers. 
They Know also that he is one of the trusted 
agents of arich syndicate that was organized 
several years ago ferthe express purpose of 
smuggling opium into the United States from 
the manufaciories at Victeria, British Colum- 
bia. The syndieate has $5,000,000 behing 
it, and is largely controlled by CG J. 
Joslyn of Victoria. Joslyn among the smug- 
glers is known as ‘* Boss” Harris. He is im- 
mnensely rich and makes no effert to conceal the 
fact that he is the biggest smuggler in the 
Dominion. As anillustration of the big money 
to be made out of the businegs, he said he 
brought down a consignment of opium from Vic- 
toria to Sarnia and employed two men to carry 
it across theriver to Port Huron, whence 1t was 
shipped to California. The men carried the 
drug, which was packed in tin caus, in their 
coat pockets, and rode across the river on the 
regular passenger ferryboats. Although ceus- 
toms officers are constantly stationed on 
the ferries the men who trausported 
the drug were not detected, and the 
entire consigumeut was carried over in 
less than a week. Within four weeks from the 
time the drug left Victeria by this circuitous 
route it was safely delivered at San Francisco. 
The United States Government was defrauded 
out of over $100,000 duties, and ‘* Boss” Harris 
pocketed $30,000 for his share of the profits. 

The value of the combined product of the fac- 
tories in British Columbia—the headquarters of 
the Harris gang—is estimated at $5,000,000 per 
annum, and of this more than 90 per cent. goes 
to the Unitea States. It is believed that less 
than 10 per cent of it passes through the Cus- 
tom Houses. The gang operates uot only at 
Sarnia, but all along the northern border of the 
United States as well. 

Capt. Durant told the correspondent the story 
of his meeting and fight with the customs offi- 
cers in the Michigan woods, It did not dilfer 
materially from that already related by the offi- 
cers. He alleges that the ambush was a piot to 
murder him and said he is not through with the 
men coucerned init yet. He thinks, however, 
that he will be wore comfortable on the Cana- 
dian side of the river than in the United States 
for some time to come.

FORTUNES LOST AND 


BULLS SQUEEZED BY THE BEARS 
IN THE OIL MARKET. 

PITTSBURG, Dee. 21.—This was a cold, 
blustery day for the bulls. The bears, with 
their shaggy coats and squeezing proclivities, 
rather gave the overexpectant and overloaded 
bulls the finger, and witn a satisfied yell they 
pushed the price down almost 4 cents before 
the “Standard supporters” could look at their 
hands. It was a most unexpected deal, and itis 
pure conjecture as to ‘the reason why,” but the 
most universal opinion is that everybody was 
loaded up to the neck and a natural reactionary 
raid was made by the “sure curd men” upen 
the bulls. Such *cenes as were witnessed on 
the floor of tue Exchange during the morning 


have not been seen there for many aday, and 
several fertunes were lost and made in an in- 
credibly short space of time. By some hook or 
crook it may have been a play of the play. 

The Oll City Exchange opened three minutes 
before the local board. The start off was at 93 
to 931u, and just high enough to make Pitts- 
burg shorts scramble for cover, and while doing 
so the string was pulled, so to speak. Tho 
thing seems to have been started in New-York, 
where Fisher sold almost a@ hundred thousand 
barrels. Slowly but surely the fractions melted 
away, and within the first hour’s trading 88% 
cents was recorded. 

The Fisher crowd seemed to engineer the 
pounding in this section. Gross & Lowry 
alene sold something like a quarter of a willion 
barrels, but are believed to have taken nearly 
all the stuff back again. The story set afloat 
last night that certificates are to be issued for 
Lima oil is supposed to have been intended to 
help the raid mapped out for to-day. When the 
situation leoked almost disparaging Roe loomed 
up a8 a buyer to some extent in New-York, pro- 
sumably to prevent a panic. 


MADE. 
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THR AMERICAN NAVY. 

ANNAPOLIS, Dec. 21.—The fourth lecture 
of the course on the ram as &@ naval weapon was 
delivered to-night before the Naval Institute by 
Commander Harrington. The lecture consisted 
of a full discussion of the manceuvres of a ram 
opposed to a ship armed with guns and tor- 
pedoes, with drawings illustrating the various 
movements. Incidentally there was an argument 
on the necessity of an evolutionary squadron ior 
the solution of tactical problems, and for the 
practica! instruction and exercise of officers and 
men. This necessity corresponds with that of a 
fiset of battle ships, without which there can 
be no assured defense of a coast, and no 
aggressive warfare on the sea. It can 
no longer be doubted that the navy will become 
a force not for a mere guerrilla preying upon 
merchant vessels, but adapted to the assertion 
of international rights and the defense ef inter- 
national obligations. 

The construction of tighting ships has been 
recognized as a pressing need of the country; 
the cerrellative want is the enlargement and 
training of an adequate force of men and 
officers. Neither in ships norin the number of 
men, nor in practical training, the speaker 
said, is the navy equal, or likely to become 
equal, within some years to the grave responsi- 
bilities, the supreme duties, which may be sud. 
denly imposed epon it by war. 





THE CHICAGO’S POWERFUL GUNS. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Dec. 21.—An important 
experiment was successfully made at the Naval 
Academy preving grounds to-day. A steel- 
pointed iron projectile weighing 250 pounis 
wus fired from one of the new steel breech- 
loading rifled guns of the new crulser Chicayo, 
which penetrated a steel target 10 inches thick 
and out through a solid oak back. The experi- 
ment is considered as likely to Lave an lmpor-

ANGRY MEDICAL STUDENTS 


DEMANDING THE APPOINT- 
MENT OF THEIR FAVORITE. 
VENTING THEIR RAGE ON THE PRINTED 
STATEMENTS OF THE PROFESSORS— 

DR. WEISSE EXPLAINS. 

The menof various ages but with ex- 
ceedtugiy youthful proclivities who composo 
the body of students attending the medical de- 
partmen: of the University of the City of New- 
York, and who have assisted in the process of 
whitening the heads of the Faculty of that in- 
stitution during the last few days, held another 
meeting in behalf of Prof. Weisse at noon yas- 
terday. They hooted almost everything save 
the memories of their ancestors, and finally 
weund up by meekly deciding to wait and 6ve 
what the Faculty would do. 

Late Thursday nicht it was decided by the 
students thata meeting should be held in the 
college building yesterday; so, instead of scat- 
tering at the noon hour, the students assembled 
and were called to erder for a discussion of tie 
entire subject controversy. T. G, Coyle was 
elected Chairman and Arthur M. McLaurie Sec- 
retary, and then the men who called uzon Dr. 
Pardes, the Dean, last Wednesday, and pre- 
sonted him with a series of resolutions demand- 
ing Prof. Weisse’s appointment to the vacant 
Chair of Anatomy, were made an Executive 
Committee. They were Messrs. Schutz, 
Herrington, Riley, Stedman, Best, and 
Collins. The first words which the 
Chairman uttered when he took his seat 
were: “Gentiemen, let us conduct ourselves in 
@ dignified aud erderly manner,” but the 400 
students whe were present apparently Aid not 
agree with Mr.Coyle about the propriety of suck 

&@ course, ana one of their number arose and be- 

zan reading the statements of Dr. Pardee, Dr. 

oomis, and De. Stimson, as published in the 
newspapers. As Dr. Pardee’s remark about the 
Faculty having no power to appoint to its own 
membership was reached a hot-headed fellow 
in the room jumped to his feet and exclaimed: 

“Pardee 's a liar!” % 

“That student,” shouted the Chairman, ‘is 
pntirely out of order and must take nis seat. 
This meeting must be conducted in &@ respecta- 
ble fashion or I shall withdraw.” 

This apnouncement acted as a check fora 
moment, when the reader of the statements of 
the Faculty had his newspaper snatched from 
his hands, and, with howls indicative of a gen- 
pral disbelief in all the quoted assertions of the 
Professors, was tern into bits and trampled un- 
der foot. This hubbub coxtinued fully five min- 
utes, despite the protestations of Mr. Coyle, and 
then subsided merely because it did not have 
sufficient to feed upon. When quiet was re- 
stored a student arose in the rear of the hall and 
declared that Dr. Loomis, in speaking of Prof. 
Weisse at last Weduesday’s classes, had said 
that the latter was netin afit condition to enter 
into any cumpetitive examination to decide the 
appointment te the Anatomica) Chair, and that 
haa the Faculty deemed it advisable Prof. 
Weisse would have been appointed to th6 va- 
eancy dvefore now. 

“I demand an explanation of 
Soomis meant!” shouted a student. 

“We all do!” added the assembly. ‘* Why is 
not Prof. Weisse net in proper condition? What’s 
the matter with Weisse? He’s aliright.” Then 
cheers were given fer the popular Professor, 
and again the row subsided. After several 
other, but less general interruptions, the meet- 
ing again got down to business, and resolutions 
were passed regretting Prof. Weisse’s resigna- 
tion and again demanding that the Faculty ap- 
point him te the Chair of Anatomy. With the 
understanding that the students should meet 
again Jan. 2 and take final aetion in regard to 
Prof. Weisse’s resignation and the action of the 
Faculty, with the threat that unless the latter 
should be favorable to the favorite of the 
students they would withdraw and join Belle- 
vue College, the meeting adjourned. Subse- 
quently some of the students were asked what 
woulda become of their entrance fees to the de- 
partment were they toresign. It is somewhat 
sad to relate that this question had not entered 
into their considerations, though it is a very 
serious one tothe great number ef students, 
who are tar from wealthy. 

Dr. Weisse, subsequently to this meeting, 
made a formal statement coneerning his rela- 
tionship to the Faculty and the reasous why 
he tendered his resignatien. He said in part: 
“In 1863 Dr. Valentine Mott appoiated me 
assistant to his Chair of Surgical Anatomy. In 
the Winter of 1864-5 [ was requested to act as 
assistant demenstrater of anatomy, and later 
in the sams ysar, upon Dr. Mott’s death, the 
President of the Faculty asked me what depart- 
ment [ would like to lecturein. I subsequently 
Jectured upon diseages of the skin and derma- 
tology. In 1874 Prof. Loomis asked me if I did 
pot want the Chair of Surgical Anatomy. I 
acknowledged that I did, and the result was 
that I iestured on suryzical anatomy ana psthel- 
ogy in 1874-3. Atthat time Dr. Derby came 
from the South, and Dr. Loomis told me that the 
former desired the Chairof Surgical Anatemy. I 
then consented to aceept the Professorship of 
fiurgioal Pathology. This continued until 1876, 
when the Faculty became dissatistied with 
Pref. Darling's metho@s in the teaching of prac- 
tical anatomy, and Dr. Loomis eame to me and 
asked it{ would take charge of it. IfI did so, 
he said, my title would not be demonstrator, 
butanew title would be created—that of Pro- 
fessor of Practical and Surgical Anatomy. As 
such [ became a member of the Post-Graduate 
Faculty. My acceptance of this position was 
based upon a sort of contract with the Faculty. 
My conditien, which was acceded to, was that I 
was to have absolute contro! and management 
of this department without being subject to any 
interference with the then or any futare Pro- 
fessor of Anatomy. I guaranteed that my de- 
partment under this éondition should be con- 
ducted without any exnense tu the Faculty. 

** For 11 vears the Faculty remained true to 
this contract. In the Spring of 1888 I received 
a letter from Prof. Stimson te the effect that at 
# meeting of the Fuculty several of the Pro- 
fessors had said complaints had been made to 
them by students that the demonstrations in 
my department were not then officient. I as- 
certained positively that the complaining Pro- 
fessors were Loomis and Stimson, the latter of 
whom informed me that he had been appointed 
a committee to inquire intoit. Irexarded this 
as a breach of contract. In July and August I 
heard from the Dean that the Faculty had nom- 
inated for my appointment a recent graduate 
for an assistant demenstrator at a salary of 
$100 a year. Thig was @ second violation of 
centract, fer when Loomis wanted his son Harry 
appointed demonstrator he requested me to 
hominate him tor the Faculty to appoint—quite 
» reversal of the proeeeding, as you see. I ther 
iecided to resign, but refrained simply because 
{did not wish to break the curriculum of the 
studies. 

* After Prof. Wright’s resignation in Novem- 
ber [ learned that Stimson would take the Chair 
pf Surgery, and Dr. Thompsen would assist him 
with the anatomical department until Christ- 
mas. I wrote to the faculty offering my services 
to continue the lectures to the end of the col- 
lege year with the assurance that I shoula not 
regard an acceptance of my offer as giving me 
any claim to tbe Professorship. The reply 
I received was that the Faculty, while grateful 
for my offer, ‘ deemed it inexpedient to change 
the order of lectures for the rest of the present 
term.’ On receiving this I sent a letter of resig- 
nation to the Dean. The following day I learned 
to my surprise that Stimson had teld the ana- 
jomical class that he was unablete continue 
leeturing in both departments, and that the 
faculty had given him Dr. Weolaey as an assist- 
ant. Semehow the students learned of my resig- 
nation, and this trouble followed.” 

Dr. Loomis was scen last night in regard to 
hia alleged statements concerning Dr. Weisse. 
lie declared that they were absolutely false. 
fie had never uttered them. The reason why Dr, 
Weisse bad not been appointed Professor of 
Apatomy was that the Faculty had resolved to 
decide the appointment by competitive exam- 
ination. If Dr. Weisse desired to enter into such 
B competition he was at liberty todo se. So far 
as any rights he might havo had to succession, 
they were impossible, becausehe was not ner is 
he in the order of promotion. He was simply a 
subordinate in the anatomical department. “I 
fesire to say,” he continued, ‘that the state- 
ments that I had anything to do with the retire- 
ment of Prof. Wright are absolutely false. [have 
always been, and am new, a friend of Prof. Wright 
and trust to remain so. The Faculty has not 
taken any action upon Prof. Weisse’s resigna- 
tion, which is not at present regarded as final. 
bo far as the successor to the Anatomica! Chair 
is concerned, the best man at the competitive 
examination shall have it; if there are two 
men egually good and one is an Alumnus he 
shall have it.” 

The committes appointed by the noon meeting 
tallied upon Dr. Pardee last night and submitied 
to him the resoiutions passed by them and 
asked that the Faculty take prompt aetion roe- 
garding them. So far as the students are con- 
terned the trouble will remain as it is new 
until the tirst week of January. 

Just what the Faculty will do, neither Prof. 
Pardee or Prof. Thomsun were prepared to say 

esterday. A special meeting may be called, 

utitis more probable that the questions wil 
be allowed to remain in abeyance until the next 
ptated meeting, or uxtil after the Winter ses- 
Bion. “it is not to be wondered,” said the 
Dean, “that among 700 students there should 
be some disturbers of the peace. ‘This is the 
freak of afew school boys, and we have conti- 
fdenee that the great majority of the students 
will be governed by common sense. Ifit comes to 
the point whether this college is to be run by 
the students or the Faculty we will settle it in 
shert order. The boys will have acbance to 
think over the matter during the holidays, and 
on second thought their better judgment will 
prevail. It ts a very significant point abeut 
this outburst of the students that their resolu- 
tionss (the first ones) are signed by only six 
names. Two of those names belong to students 
who have been here since September.”

PEAOH AT WAHALAK. 


POSSIBLE CAUSES OF THE RIOT THERE 
ARE SUGGESTED. 

WaHBALAK, Miss., Dec. 21.—The trouble 
at Wahalak is over, the armed bedies have com- 
pleted their hunt, the special correspondents 
have packed their grips and gone home, and the 
extra telegraph operators have been with- 
drawn. The guards who had charge of the 
prisoners report that they escaped during the 
night. They don’t think it worth while to at- 
tempt to find them any more, and asked that 


their names be scratched from the list of ‘‘ spot- 
ted.” There will be no expense attending sub- 
sistence or burial The searching party has been 
disbanded, amc the riot is practically over, at 
least for the present; but woe to any of the 
“‘spotted” should they ever be feund in this 
sectien of the country. 

The causes which have led to the state of 
things existing in this eounty are various. 
Notable among them is a series of letters writ- 
ten from this part of the State. These letters 
were slanders against the Seuth of the vilest 
character, and itis stated that quite a number 
of the papers which published them are distrib- 
uted among the negroes in this county. An- 
other, and, what is considered by many as one 
of the immediate causes of the riot, is the 
famous “Torch and Sword” article of Gen. W. 
T. Shermap. This article was read from the 
pulpit of a colored church at DeKalb, the county 
seat of Kemper County, on the Sunday preced- 
ing the date of the riot. The preacher’s name 
is William MoMorris, a negro Methodist circit 
rider. 

W. T. Nicholson is in a very critical condition, 
with the chances against his recovery. John 
Dew’s condition is unchanged. Frank Maury 
and William Vaughan are as well as they were 
yesterday. 





THE ANIMALS IN THE PARE, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times : 

Among the animals now confined at the 
Central Park Menagerie are three very fine 
speeimens of elephants, in fact a finer trio of 
these splendid creatures than can, at present be 
found in any European collection. One is very 
large, coming near to the lata lamented Jumbo 
in girth and weight, and is as amiable as it is 
possible for a reasonably good elephant to be 


under his like unfortunate circumstances, which 
are most grievous and afflicting. These unfortu- 
nate animals are chained in one end ef acold 
and «heaply-constructed wooden building in 
small pens, where they cannot move out of their 
tracks. The only semblance of liberty they en- 
joy is a few minutes’ walk each morning up and 
down a barrow passage about 50 feet long. The 
remainder of the 24 hours they are the wretch- 
ed slaves of the chain. 

A natural love for animals has led me to the 
rather close observation of the zoological col- 
lections at London, Paris, Berlin, Vienna, Am- 
sterdam, Antwerp, Rotterdam, and Cologne. 
In all of these cities comfortable and appropri- 
ate accommadations are provided for all of 
their living specimens, and in no instance had 
I ever seen au animal chained. Usually the 
larger Mammals are provided with large houses 
and ample grounds for exercise. In the zeolog- 
ica! garden of the third-rate city of Cologne 
there is a commodious elephant and rhinoceros 
house, with fully an acre of strongly-fenced 
ground attached for use of tho animals con- 
tined. The wantonly-cruel treatment of these 
poor creatures at the Central Park, restrained 
ef their natural liberty for the questionable 
benefit of mankind, is inexcusable, cannot be 
defended, and is a disgrace te all in authority 
who are strictly responsible for it, 

There is existing a wide-spread belief in this 
community that the general management of the 
affairs of public parks and placas is not particu- 
larly economica!. From many years of obser- 
vation the writer of this communication has 
come to know that this general belief is founded 
upon solid facts, which are dally crystallizing 
into the lamentable financial history of this 
misgoverned city, and so careless of hiding 
have these facts become that those who run 
even 6ver 89 fast may read, and I assert with- 
out the least fear of successful centradiction 
that two weeks’ savings from an _ honest, busi- 
nessiike management of Park affairs, instead 
of the present unbusinesslike methods, would 
build whatis known as an “elephant house” of 
ample dimensions for the comfortable accom- 
modation of the six specimens of the three 
— classes of Mammals now too clesely con- 

ned, 

That such a building has not been erected is 
the fault of the Cemmissioners alone. If itis 
necessary that New-York should have a zoolog- 
ical collection,it is clearly the duty of the public 
ofticials charged with its care to see to it that 
the live objects composing it and held in un- 
natural confinement are provided with appro- 
priate food and comfortable quarters, and if for 
any reason they negleet to perform this humane 
duty public indignation, if no other power can 
accomplish it, ought to compel them to resign 
their official positions in favor of persons mors 
humanely inelined.

There were during the past vearin our six lodging 
houses 10,509 different boys and girls; 275,283 
meals and 208,189 lodgings were supplied. In the 
21 day and 12 evening schools were 10,598 children,

‘A SET-BACK FOR LEGITIME 


HIS OLAIMS IGNORED BY THE 
FRENOH GOVERNMENT. 
REPORTS OF SUCCESSES BY  HIp- 
POLYTE’S ADHERENTS BROUGHT BY 

THE STEAMER ADIRONDACK. 

The news in regard to Hayti which was 
most talked of among merchants yesterday 
was the report which came from France that 
the Government of Légitime had been ignored 
by the French administration This news came 
in the form of cable dispatches to a mercantile 
firm deing business with Hayti. They stated 
explicitly that on Thursday in the Freneh 
Chamber of Deputies the inquiry was made by 
a member of that body as to whether the French 
Govornment reeognized Légitime as the official 
head of the Haytian nation. 

The Premier is reported to have replied dis- 
tinctly that the Government of France recog- 
nized no one as at present authorized to rep- 
resent Hayti The position thus assumed by 
France is identical with that outlined by Presi- 


dent Cleveland in his last annual message. The 
spreading of this report among those interest- 
edin Haytian trade yesterday brought forth 
the universal comment thatif the alleged ac- 
tien of France bad taken place, there was hard- 
ly a shadow of doubt that the present condition 
of affairs in Hayti would at once be radically 
changed. 

Said one gentleman: “If France has refused 
to recegnize Léyitime and the Southern so-called 
provisional Government his cause will have re- 
ceived a blow the severity of which can hardly 
be estimated, I think that it will witheut doubt 
bring the whole matter to a settlement within 
30 days. It will stiffen the backs of the North- 
erners in such a way as to greatly assist them 
in continuing the struggle against the pretended 
power of Légitime.”’ : 

At the Haytian Consulate the reported news 
was looked upon as absolutely prepesterous, 
Minister Preston said that he bad seeu eable 
messages to the effect that some sueh action 
had been taken, but he put no faith in the story. 

The Atlas Line steamer Adiroudack, which ar- 
rived yesterday from Kingston, Jamaica, which 

ort she left Dec. 14, brought word of no new 

ombardment. Frem what Capt. Sansom, com- 
mander of the Adirondack, bad to say it seems 
probable that the continuation ef the bombara- 
ment of Cape Haytien, which was to ocour Dec. 
6, alter the non-combatants had been removed 
trom the city, did not take place. He had re- 
ceived news from Hayti of aimuch later date 
than Deo. 6, but when he left Kingston, eight 
days after the reported attack, nething had 
been heard of any such occurrenes. 

Capt. Sansom said that he took as passengers 
from Kingston to Fortune Island, where he 
touched on his way north, Gen. Alexis Nord, 
Gen. Juan Gil, and Gen. Montpoint, with sev- 
eral of their friends and members of their 
families. These people were all members of the 
Northern, or Hippolyte faction, and it was their 
intention to leave Fortune Island for the North 
of Haytion the pext steamer. Gen. Nord was 
with Telemaque, the northern patriot, at the 
time of his death by assassinatien, and it was 
into Nord’s hands that Telemaque consigned 
the command of the Vorthern armies. He has 
since then been a refugee, having sought safety 
from the mob at Port au Prince in the Frencu 
consulate and having escaped thence to Jamaica. 
It is expected that his return to the front will 
greatly enceurage the Northern people as well 
as bring material ald to their cause. 

? ©. F. Carvalho, a nephew of the Northern 
General, Hippolyte, was a passenger on the 
Adirondack. His command of the English lan- 
guage is exceedingly limited, but he succeeded 
In conveying the impression that his visit to 
the United States was of no political import; 
that he was not by any means a fighting man, 
and that he came solely on mercantile business. 
It is thought, however, that his real objeet is to 
— Dr. N. Auguste, who was to return from 

is mission to Washington last evening, and 
that they will proceed to-day to Paris to urge 
upon the French Government the recognition 
of the Northern Departments ef Hayii and the 
Government of Hippolyte. Dr. Auguste’s jour- 
ney to Washington with the same object in 
view seems to have failed, the State Depart- 
ment having refused to recognize either Nerth 
or South as the legitimate representatives of 
the Haytiau nation. 

Mr. Carvalho said that advices had been re- 
ceived that the German Government was about 
to send a squadron of gunboats to inquire into 
the case of the steamer Cremon, wbich was run 
into by the Haytian gunboat Teussaint l’Ouver- 
ture and badly damaged. 

The Adirondack also brought the news that 
the Northern insurgents had attacked and capt- 
ured the town of Mirebalais, about 30 miles 
from Port au Prince, and had inflicted severe 
lesses on Légitime’s troops. This report was 
not suffieiently corroborated to deserve much 
credence. Advices have been received in re- 
gard to the clearance of vessels from Port au 
Prince to other Haytian perts which go to 
show conclusively that no attempt is being 
made to enferce the bieckade. A vessel was 
cleared only recently for Fort Liberty, an open 
port on the northern eoast, whence it is always 
necessary to ge to Cape Haytiep for elearance 
papers. This would seem to prove that no ob- 
jection Was made to a vessel’s entering Cape 
Haytien for that purpose, although it has 
hitherto been regarded as a blocgaded port. 


WASHINGTON Dec. 21.—Dr. Nemours 
Auguste, who represents Hippolyte’s party in 
the Baytian revolution, had a long interview 
with Secretary Bayard and Assistant Secretary 
Rives at the State Department to-day in regard 
te the politieal affairs of that island. He ex- 
plained fully the position of the revoiutionists, 
but did not ask that they be recognized by this 
Government. He returned to New-York this 
afternoen witheut having seen the President 
and will, it is understood, take the steamer 
sailing to-morrow for Europe. 





THE HIGH RATH DEFERRED. 


IMPORTERS OF HAT TRIMMINGS RE- 
CEIVE WELCOME NEWS. 

Importers of hat trimmings were cheered 
yesterday by a letter sent to Collecter Magone 
by Assistant Secretary Maynard of the Treas- 
ury Department, directing that the new rate of 
duty of 50 per cent. be not applied to.invoices 
of hat trimmings entered at this port before 
Janu. 1, unless the Collector perceives some 
valid ebjection to such a course. Soon after the 
advance from 20 per sent. was ordered on Nov, 
7 the importers senta committee to Washington, 
representing that the sudden change from the 
eld classification would work great !css and in- 
convenience to importers whose contracts to 
deliver goods had been made on the old basis. 

The depzrinient ruled against the importers at 
first, but soon afterward sent Mr. Magone in- 
structions that where he could be shown that 
goods had been purchased before Nov, 7 they 
should be admitted at the old rate. The Col- 
lector ordered the high rate imposed where 
goods had merely been eréered before Nov. 7. 
There was another, appeal to the department, 
and. the Collector was sustained. Another 
committee representing the importers hurried 
to Washington, and told Mr. Maynard that the 
best way to properly adjust the trouble was to 
fix some date at which the new rate shouid be 
imposed. The importers hers drew up a peti- 
tion asking this, but before it was received in 
Washington the department bad sent on in- 
stractions to extend the former instructions to 
ordered goods as well. 

Then arose a question as to “ mixed” invoices, 
in whieh some goods had been ordered before 
Nov. 7 and some afterward. Oneof these was 
rejeeted for Mr. Downing, who made a final ap- 
peal to the department asking that Jan. 1 be 
set as a dividing line between the rates of 20 
and 50 per cent., and yesterday he learned that 
his arguments had been successful. 


GERMAN EVANGELIOAL ALLIANOR. 

The Board of Managers of the German 
Evangelical Alliance, somposed of representa- 
tives of Protestant German denominations in 
this city and vicinity, held a meeting yester- 
day afternoen at therooms of the German 
branch of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, 142 Second-avenue, te organize and ar- 
range fer the incorporation of the association. 
About 30 members were present. 

The Rev. Dr. A. Wedekind was elected 
Chairman, the Rev. O. L. Wisswasser Secretary, 
and F. W. Foeller Treasurer. A eommittee of 
eight members was appointed to construct an 
appeal setting forth the objeocta of the associa- 
tion, the chief of which relates to the defense 
of the civil and religious liberty of the people 
of the United States against what the Alliance 
claims to be the aggressions of the Romish 
Church,

THAT VBGRTABLE ORDINANOR. 


THE WHOLESALE MEN UP 
AGAINST IT. 

The ordinance passed by the Board of 
Aldermen requiring that all vegetables, fruits, 
and berries should be sold by weight, and that 
the weight or contents of every package be 
plainly marked on the outside, has caused 2 
great deal of excitement amoung the vegetanle 
reccivers and jobbers and also among the Long 
Island farmers. At noun to-day a committee 
consisting of G. 8, Palmer, & B. Downs, and 
Ellis Davis, representiug the receivers and job- 
bers, and J. J. O’Donnell of Jamaica for the 
Long Island farmers, wili call on Mayor Hewitt 
and ask him to veto the ordinance, which 
was Originally drafted and submitted by the 
Retail Grocers’ Assvuciation. 

There are many speculators who, after the 
market is clearedup, buy from the farmers’ wag- 
ous what is left after the day’s sale, and keep 
the stuff until the following morning, wien, un- 


der the guise of farmers, they sell it off as fresh 
to the grocer. Not centent with this deception 
the speculators have smallor measures. {ten 
when the receipts of a certain product have 
been light any particular day, aud there was a 
good demand for it, these men have early 
bought up all that they could from the farmers, 
made up three packages out ef two, and thus 
still further cheated the buyers. This was what 
the retail groeers wanted tostop. The receiv- 
ers and the retailers held a conference after the 
bill was drafted, and the former suggested an 
amendment s0 as to make the ordinance ap- 
Plicabie to the public markets, where these 
speculators de their business, but te exempt 
the docks, where the produce is delivered from 
the steamers, and the stores of the jobbers, to- 
gether with the sidewalks 1n front of the stores, 
where part ef the goods must necessarily be 
placed. The retail grocers aecopted the amend- 
ment, and an amended ordinance was sent in to 
the Beara ef Aldermen. But the measure was 
passed in its original form, and the receivers 
now charge the Retail Grocers’ Association 
with lack of gooa faith. 

The receivers make the point that most or a 
very large proportion of the vegetable produce 
that arrives in New-York comes from Savannah, 
Charleston, Virginia, and Florida, and each of 
those places las its own standard orates ard 
baskets. aluch of the produce is grown by 
negroes and ignorant whites, many of whom 
can neither read nor write, and they would 
never take the trouble to weigh or mark their 
erates. Even now the marks on the crates are 
often 80 defective that receivers do not know 
from whom they are receiving them until they go 
over the freight bills. Such people would never 
comply with any ordinance passed by New-York 
Aldermen, and the enly way in which they 
could be made to do sv would be by a Federal 
law. Even then it would be doubtful if it could 
be enforced. A Ddarrel of kale or spinach, es- 
pecially if watered down South, will have a good 
weight, but on its arrival here it will have lost 
considerable of its weight by evaporation. Tho 
weight marked on the barrel would of course 
be incorrect. 

All the work of weighing or reweighing, the 
receivers claim, would then develve upon them, 
and this was impossible without causing seri- 
ous delays and inconveniense to the trade all 
round. Between 27,000 and 35,000 barrels of 
vegetable produce were daily landed on the 
decks by the Southern steamers and trains. 
This was received, sould, and eleared out be- 
tween midnight and 4:30 or 5 o’clook in the 
morning, and the grocers wanted their stuff in 
their stores by 8 o’clock at the latest. The de- 
lay for weighing and marking would cause a 
loss of hours, and no one would be benefited. 
The average grocer was seldom cheated, even 
by the bogus Leng Island farmers witb their 
skin measures, for he hardly ever retailed his 
goods for less than 100 per cent. profit at least, 
sometimes 150 and even 200 percent. The 
consumer would derive no benefit whatever 
from the ordinance,

BUILDING HE LLEOCTRIO RAILROAD, 

The work of laying the conduit for the 
North and East River Electrie Railway Com- 
pany on Fulton-street was begun at 6 o’elock 
Thureday night. Two lines of iron conduit are 
required to carry the eepper bands which sup- 
ply the motive power for the cars. The system 
employed is the Bentley-Knight electric conduit, 
Each car will be supplied with an electric mo- 
tor, which will be fed by the cepper bands, 
which are abeut one-quarter of an inch thick 
and an inch wide. The conduits which carry 
them are on the outer edgo of the tracks, on the 
crown of the street. As only one excavation is 
necessary, and it is in the centre of the street, 
tratto will not be seriously interfered with while 
the work progresses. 

John H. O’Rourke, the contractor, has already 
a force of abeut 2 dozen men at work, and oth- 
ers will be put to work to-day or Monday. 
Mr. O’ Rourke gaid yesterday that he expected to 
complete the work of laying the conduits in 10 
or 12 days, and that it was expected the elec- 
tric cars would be in running order by Febru- 
ary.

TO BE CLOSED ON SUNDAY 


SO THE EXCISH EKEVISERS 
DECIDE AT LAST. 

CROSBY AND MR. THOMANN HAVE 
A LIVELY DEBATE—SPECIAL LICENSES 
FOR BALLS NOT TO BE GIVEN. 

Chairman Daniel,G. Rollins and ex-At- 
torney-General Denis O’Brien were again ab- 
sent from the meeting of the Excise Laws Re- 
vision Coinmission yesterday. The Rev. Dr. 
Howard Crosby presided, and the first businose 
considered was the question of Sunday selling. 

Mr. Thomann renewed his motion that the 
Mayors of cities, with the concurrence of their 
respective Common Councils, should have dis- 
eretionary power to permit licensed liquor sa- 
loons to keep open between the hours of land 
5 o’clock P. M. on Sundays. 

Mr. Kruse again offered as a substitute that 
saloons should be closed on Sundays and that 
the right to furnish intoxicating liquors on the 
first day of the week be not extended, and that 
the Law Committee be instructed to embody 
the previsions of the present law relating 
thereto in the new law. , 

Mr. Smart said that if the commission were 
to go before the Legislature with any proposi- 
tion doing away with the American idea of 
Sunday such a proposition would certainly be 
thrown out. 

In support of his motion Mr. Thomann de- 
clared that he wanted to put the matter of Sun- 
day sellinginthe power of the representatives 
of the people so that the people might say what 
law they wanted. He thought there was a 
strong popular feeling against the orthodox ob- 
servance of Sunday. here were no services in 
the churehes between 1 and 5 o’cluck P. M., and 
he could see no good reason why the saloons 
should not be kept open during those houra, 
Moreover, Sunday was nota typical Ameriean 
institution. 

Dr. Crosby dissented from this proposition and 
said thatif the women hada voice tn tho mat- 
ter they would rise up asa unit against the 
saloons. 

Mr. Thomann answered that the ladies should 
make their influence felt. So far as he was con- 
cerned he would not havo the saloons open all 
day Sundays, but only during the hours men- 
tioned in his motion. © asserted that the Ger- 
mans were as temperate as any other people on 
the face of the earth, and that if they thought 
the epening of the saloons produced druanken- 
ness they would be aolidly against it. Ae be- 
lieved the closing of salooas tended to make 
peeple drunk on Sunday. He could show by 
tho police records that more arrests for drunk- 
enness were made on Suudays than on week 
days, and was satisfied thats the lax enforce- 
ment of the law was not due to a want of vigi- 
lance en the part ef tho officers, but to the gen 
eral sentiment of the peopie. If the people 
were really opposed to liquorselling they would 
rise en masse and demand the enforcement of 
the law. 

Mr. Smart thought the law could be enforced 
under existing conditions, and related his ex- 
perience in trying to geta drink at the Gileey 
House some time ayo when the police had shut 
up all drinking piaees on Sunday. He had 
failed. 

Mr. Btern replied that the reasen of this fail- 
ure was because Mr. Smart was from the coun-

try. + 

Dr. Crosby stigmatized the assertion that the 
non-enforcement of the law was due to public 
sentiment as utterly false. The true reasen of 
the non-enforcement was the fact that there was 
ne punishment for the offenders. If a man were 
detected in a violation of the excise law he 
knew that he could get straw bail of $100, and 
that tlere the matter would end and he could 
go on with his malefaction. If we had sufficient 
court room and a spesial Judge, the law could 
be enforced throughout the city in three weeks. 
The liquor dealers were sneaking and contempt- 
ible in the method of thoir violations. 

Mr. Thomann asserted that there had never 
been a conviction by jury in such cases, and 
Dr. Crosby replied warmly that there had al- 
ways been conviction by jury in such cases. 

Mr. Thomann thought that thirst was some- 
thing awful on Sundays as well as on week 
days, and theught that seme concession should 
be made to respectable pesple who wanted 
their beer on Sundays. 

Dr. Crosby replied that he wanted the Ger- 
mans to have their beer on Sundays, and was 
willing to make a provision to that end. 

Mr. Kruse’s substitute was then put to vote 
and lost, Messrs. Kruse and Smart voting for it 
and Messrs. Stern, Thomaun, and Crosby voting 
against it. Then Mr. Thomann’s original motion 
was put and lost, Measrs. Thomann and Stern 
only voting for 1t. 

Dr. Cresby next made a motion that no sa- 
loons should be opened en Sundays, but that 
beer might be sold from them through an aper- 
ture between 12 o’clock noon and 1 P.M. on 
Sundays, auch beer not to be drank on the prem- 
ises. This was likewise lost, Messrs. Crosby and 
Thomann only voting in the affirmative. Mr. 
Thomann explained his vote by saying that he 
would rather have beer through an aperture 
than not at all. 

Mr. Kruse then moved that all saloons bo kept 
closed on Sundays, and that no gales ot intoxi- 
cating liquors therein be allowed en Sundays to 
be drank on the premises. : 

Mr. Stern opposed this on the ground that it 
made a discriminativa in favor of the rich 
hotels. 

Mr. Crosby wanted to know if Mr. Stern did 
not think there was a difference between hotels 
as the temporary home of travelers and mere 
B8aloons. 

The metien was carried by a Vote of three te 
two, Messrs. Stern and ‘Thomann voting in the 
negative, 

It was agreed that on election days saloons 
should be closed ouly during the hours of elec- 
tion. 

The question of fixing the fees for licensing 
balis was next taken up and aroused a heated 
discussion. Mr. Thomann moved that the fea 
be fixed at $2. In support of his motion he 
cited a long list of social, benevolent, and chari- 
table institutions that gave ene or two bails 
every year. He insisted that it would be a hard- 
ship and an injustice te tax these organizations. 
It would also be a hardship and injustice if a 
man already holding a license should be com- 
pelled to pay an additional tax for a bail given 
in his place. 

Dr.. Crosby replied that if a man made a profit 
on a ball he could afford to pay the extra license 
fee; if he could not make a protit, and he 
knew whether he could or not, he would not 
give the ball. If an organization were able to 
give a ball it was also able to take out a license 
for the privilege. A merely nominal fee would 
only result in a great number of balis given by 
thieves and the most disreputable people in the 
city. It was against this class ef balls that he 
wished to protect the community. 

Mr. Thomann drew a touching pieture of a 
workingmen’s ball, where the partieipants could 
notarrive until 10 o’eleck at night er thera- 
after, and then, after enjoying themselves for a 
eouple of hours, would be forced either to go 
home or remain and be choked witha consuming 
thirst. He proposed as a compromise that there 
should beasiiding scale of fecs, to ba deter- 
mined by the Excise Board. 

Dr. Crosby opposed this because he thought 
that too mueh power had probably been given 
already to the Excise Board. He thought that 
all-night balls were grave evils and should ve 
legislated against. They resulted in headaches, 
tad stomachs, nervousness, peculation, and 
State prison. If an individual or an organiza- 
tion were in @ pesition to desire a ball it was in 
@ position to pay for it. Such balls increased 
the temptation to «et drunk, and they all re- 
sulted in more or less intoxication. Even ifa 
man did not get unrefinedly drunk he at least 
got politely drunk, and that was an evil to be 
avoided, He theught that midnight was long 
enough for a ball to iast. 

Mr. Thomann replied that to stop a ball at 
midnight weuld be an evil, because it would 
force man to get drunk quickly, instead of 
securing his intoxication by gradual, leisurely, 
and comfortable methods, He therefore pro- 
posed that the minimum fee for balls be fixed at 
$5 and the maximum ast $20. 

Mr. Kruse wanted to know how bails were 
conducted now, and Dr. Crosby briefly iaformed 
him that it was by breaking the law. The acting 
Chairman then said that the effeet ef balls was 
to disturb the public peace and rest, and that 
was what he wanted to protect. The privilege 
asked by bail people Was netone common to all, 
and they should be made to pay for It. 

Mr. Thomann’s sliding scale motion was put 
and lost. Then Mr. Smart’s motion to tix the 
fee at $20 was also put and lost. 

The section relating to civil damages was 
considered, and ic was agreed to eliminate that 
matter frem the consideration of the commis- 
sion. This was the last section in the draft of 
the law prepared by the Secretary, and the 
cormission then adjourned after receiving Mr. 
Stern’s report that the special committee ap- 
pointed to look into the matter of steamboats 
and railroads was making progress. 

The commission will meet again on Thureday 
next at 10:30 A. M. There are several points 
that have not yet been detinitely decided.

ITS OPPONENTS SECURE A HEARING FOR 
TWO MORE WITNESSES. 

The Aqueduct Commission resumed yes- 
terday its hearing relative to the proposed con- 
atruction of the Quaker Bridge Dam. Gen. 
James ©. Duane presided, and Commissioners 
¥. M. Scott, J. J. Tucker, and Walter Howe were 
present. Judge James C. Spencer and Gen, 
Henry E. Tremaiu appeared for the Taxpayers’ 
Central Association, in opposition to the Quaker 
Bridge Dam proposition. W. H. Webb, O. B. 
Potter, and others opposed to the builling of the 
dam were also present. 

The hearing was begun at 11 o’clock with the 
testimony of Heury S. Welles, whu said that, in 
his opinion, the construction of the Quaker 
Bridge Dam was uot feasible, because the ox- 
penso incurred would be too great. 

Commissioner Scott asked hiin if he thou ght 
the construction of the dam impossible, and he 
answored, “Ob, well, of course money will do 
anything.” 

During his testimony, when asked specifically 
as to the cost of certain portions of the work, 
instead of venturing upon figures, he cen- 
tented himself by simply stating that they wero 
“enormous, simply enormous.” 

After passing a resolution directing the chief 
encineor to make necessary surveys for con- 
structing Reservoir M on the Titicus River, the 
commission took a recess.

This was the meeting of which bogus reperts 
were so freely issued Thursday. Its purpose 
was to try to patch up a peace in the Granger 
territory. It was an everture to security hold- 
ers who are being betrayed. Nothing was done, 
but the mere fact that a meeting was held to 
ave the way for something tangible later gave 
WV all-street courage and hope abundant. 


The event that divided interest with this meet- 
ing was the action of the Omaha Railway’s Di- 
rectera regarding the semi-annual dividend due 


upon their preferred stock. The dividend for 
the first half year was 3 per cent., at the rate of 
6 per cent. per year. Yesterday the second half 
year was vyted 1 per cent., at the rate of 2 per 
cent. per year, or making for the current year a 
total of 4 per cent.

Omaha preferred stock, which, on an antioi-

BOARD OF ELECTRIOAL CONTROL. 

Mayor Hewitt was not present at yester- 
day’s meeting of the Board of Electrical Con- 
trol, which first womt into executive session to 
consider the draft ef its annual report to the 
Legislature. The Commissioners, when they 
emerged from their private session, resolved 
to hold their next meeting in the Mayor’s oflice 
after Jan. 1. 

The Bail Electric Nliuminating Company asked 
the privilege of cennecting lamps with their 
wires in Seventh-avenue, but Expert Wheeler 
reported against the granting because the wires 
were strung along the roofs of houses so low as 
to be within the reach of chilaren. The cem- 
pany was requested to remove the wires. Leava 
was granted the Nerth New-York, the Mount 
Morris, the East River, and United States 
Electric Llluminating Compaaies to erect poles, 
string wires, and make lamp connections in 
various parts of the city. 

The Edison Company was refused permissien 
to erect a pole on the corner of Fifth-avenus 
and Fiftieth-street. Permission was given the 
Subway Company to put in a crossing on Broad- 
way at Twenty-first-street. The stercopticon 
man at Twenty-third-street, facing Madison- 
aquare, asked leave to connect hislamp with 
the United States Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany’s wire, but was refused because the United 
States Company was the proper party to make 
the applicafslon.
